The orig- 
inal motion, which was introduced by Sefior 
Manuel Sanguilly, provided for the abolition

DEATH AY RUIN 


FRANK HEWITT KILLED UNDER 
DEBRIS FROM EAST WALL. 


Explosion Under Walk Causes a Crash 
of Debris That Damages the .“ 
Stracture and Starts a Panic Among 
Passé¢ngers—Victim Walking with 
His Brother When Struck Down— 
Three Have Narrow Escapes—City 
Aceused of Negligence. 


A terrific explosion, probably of gas, under 
the Wabash avenue sidewalk of A. C. Mc- 
Clurg & Co, tore open late last night forty 
feet of the stone paving and blew down a 
section of the tottering east wall of the 
burned building. One man was killed by the 
falling dé@bris, and three others barely 


escaped with their lives.

Robert McRobey, 6088 Washington ave- 
nue, who was near the corner of Wabash 
avenue and Madison street, was also thrown 
down and had a narrow escape.

The firemen could give no specific cause 
for the explosion. A gas main evidently 
had been leaking since the fire. The smell

SPARKS ON DOWN-TOWN ROOFS. 


Fire in Jackson Boulevard Scatters Live 
Embers Over Big Buildings—Law 
Estate Structure Burns. 


A fire which destroyed the sixth and 
seventh and caused heavy loss on the 
other upper floors of the building, 207 to 
211 Jackson street, owned by the Robert 
Law estate, spread a shower of sparks over 
all the down-town district last evening. Had 
it not been for the rain these glowing embers 
might haveset fire to other buildings, causing 
great damage. The stocks of merchandise 
belonging to the occupants of the seven 
floors of the Jackson street building will 
be almost a total loss.

NEW RELIGION OF THE EMPIRE 
LIKELY TO BE ADOPTED. 


Dispatehes from Tokio to New York 
Indicate That the Government Is 
Discussing Such a Plan—There Are 
44,000,000 People in the Country, 
Only 200,000 of Whom Have Em- 

braced the Faith of the Cross—A 
Necessity for Advancement. 


New York, March 11.—[ Special]. }—Dis- 
patches from Tokio received in this city to- 
day bring the intelligence that the Japanese 
government is discussing a plan to make 
Christianity Ahe religion of the empire. 

That such a move would really be startling 


may be appreciated with the assistance of 


siatistics. There are 44,000,000 persons in 
Japan. Only 200,000 of*them are professing 
Christians, and of these a large proportion 
are shaky in their orthodoxy, from the point 
of view of American missionaries. In other 
words, one native out of every 220 calls him- 
self a Christian. The remaining 43,500,000 
are divided between Buddhism and a cheer- 


ful agnosticism, which accords well with the | 


Oriental temperament. 

An English philosopher remarked: “ You 
cannot make people moral by act of Parlia- 
ment.“ The news from Tokio foreshadows 
an attempt to Make 43,800,000 people Chris- 
tian by imperial proclamation. Persons in- 
terested in foreign missions will be anxious 
to learn whether the government of the 
land of the chrysanthemum, if it decides in 
favor of a Christian country, will adopt the 
dogmas of any particular Christian sect or 
whether it will permit the people to con- 
struct their own state religion from the 
teachings of the Bible. |

It is explained in the dispatches from 
Tokio that the wise men of Japan, the states- 
men, have come to the conclusion that 
Christianity makes for progress. They

TREND OF THE TESTIMONY. 


The court of inquiry into the Miles army 
beef charges began hearing testimony ves 
terday in the Pullman Building, having con- 
cluded. its inspection of the packing-houses, 
It had listemed to witnesses only a short 
time before some startling facts developed. 
During the examination of Lieutenant 
Colonei Henry G. Sharpe, who was Chief 
Commissary at Chickamauga during the 
war, it was shown that, under General 
Eagan’s commissary system, dressed beef 
was cafried uncovered in wagons containing 
manure and maggots. 

This bit of light on the Eagan method wag 
yet fresh in the court’s memory when Dr 
Devoe, Chief of the Federal Bureau of 
Animal Industry, testified that in 1804 he re- 


ported to the Department of Agriculture 
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Aguerro, which read: 

To abohsh the grade of General-in-Chief 
and to remove General Gomez for failure in 
his military duties and disobedience to the 
Assembly.“ 

Denounced as a Traitor. 

Sefior Aguerro declared that Gomez was 
insubordinate and should be punished, and 
Sefior Sanguilly insinuated that the General 
was a traitor to Cuba. 

Much passion was evident in the speeches, 
in some of which Gomez was declared to 
have been delinquent in his duties and diso- 
bedient because he had accepted the propo- 
sition of Robert P. Porter, President McIin- 
ley’s special emiseaty, without consulting 
the Assembly; because he had taken upon 


himscif the arrangements for the payment 


and disarming of the Cuban troops inde- 
pendent of the Assembly: and because he 
had declared to the Assembly that he would 
observe its rulings insofar as he considered 


Three Millions Not Enough. 

The Assémbly then declared that tue 
$5.000,000 is insufficient and it has not yet 
atcepted the proposition. The discussion of 
this question will soon be taken up, now that 
General Gomez has been removed. 

Sefour Gonzales de Quesada, who accom- 
panied Mr. Porter in Cuba, was attacked by 
Sefiors Gualberto Gomez, Sanguiilly, and 
Aguerro, who declared that he had acted in 
bad faith and had deceived them. Sefior. 
Aguorro likened the present conditions con- 
fronting the Assembly to those that con- 


proposed to impeach President MacMahon. 

Colonel Mora and General Nunez declared 
that the present step was useless and would 
make the Assembly ridiculous in the eyes of 
the world. Among the principal speakers 
Were Sefiors Sanguilly, Andrade, Aguerro, 
ualberto Gomez, Cespedes, Nunez, Villalon, 
and Lasira. 

Tomorrow General Gomez will be officiall 
of the Assembly's action. 


Gomez Is the Stronger. 

General Gomez is believed to be stronger 
han the Assembly in the affection of the 
Cuban army. Many privates are anxious to 
lave the army and go to work, es pecially 
When they are able to obtain money to 
Start them in life anew. 

The position of the Assembly is notably 
weak, as the military administration sup- 
ports General Gomez, as do also the planters 
and property-owning element, who are tired 
of the Cuban army, which subsists half upon 
charity and half upon contributions levied 
bY means of threats. 


Gomez Enjoys the Situation. 

General Gomez received at Molinas this 
evening a telephone message announcing 
© him the Assembly's decision. He an- 
ewered calmiy: All right, Il enjoy the situ- 
Aion.“ He then came to Havana to keep 
a dinner engagement with his daughter at 
the house of a friend.

CUBAN ARMY MUST DISBAND. 


Unless Soldiers Return to Work There 


‘Can Be No Sugar Crop for 
Two Years. 


[BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

Havana, Cuba, March 5.—‘‘ Unless the 
sugar cane is planted within thirty days 
there will be no crop for two years, and the 
resources of the island will be cut off. There 
is no use temporizing any longer. The 
Cuban army must be disbanded at once and 
the men compelled to go home and put in the 
crops, and if they do not obey but leave their 
plantations and turn brigands, as has been. 
threatened, then let them be shot.“ Inter- 
view with General Ludlow, Military Goy- 
ernor of Havana. 

The American military authorities and the 
Cuban army have almost come to the part- 
ing of the stream. In the mind of General 
Ludlow the crisis js not far off. Unless the 
sugar cane is planted’ within thirty days 
there will be no crop for two years and the 
great revenues of the island will be cut. 

Sugar cane is the great crop of the island. 
Wo sugar cane and the island will be as bar- 
ren of resources as a desert island. The 
revenues needed by the military administra- 
tion to do its work and carry out its reforms 
and plans to develop the interests of the 
country cannot be had and the people either 
will be subsisting on the bounty of the 
United States or waging a hopeless and bit- 
ter war against it. 

This crop of sugar cane is not being plant- 
ed because the men who should be at it 
are still insurgent soldiers, sitting com- 
placently in armed camps in a time of peace, 
while Gomez and his Generals are tempor- 
izing with the American authorities in Ha- 
vana. General Ludlow says patience is no 
longer a virtue. ae 

General Ludlow says they must be com- 
pelled to return to their homes. He says 
they should be presented with cultivators, 
and farm implements, and seed, and money 
enough to enable them to live until their 
potatoes and plantains ripen. They must 
not be aHowed to remain in their camps 
under arms until finally in small companies 
they slip out to the open county and turn 
brigands. He says they should not only be 
given a fair start, but compelled to accept 
the opportunity, and then, if in spite of the 
efforts of the government to make them 
self-respecting and self-supporting, they in- 
cline to brigandage, the only thing left to 
be done is to shoot them down. 

Since the war was over, and for the first 
time the people of Cuba were free to till 


‘their farms and raise their crops without 


let or hindrance, they have, instead, done 
little or nothing. Those who were in the 
insurgent army have not only remained 
under arms and in the camps, but others, too 
timid to take up a gun when the Spaniards 
were on the island, have flocked to the 
camps and enréled as soldiers, in hopes 
of getting the bounty that Congress voted 
to pay each Cuban soldier. The insurgent 
army, so hard to find when the Americans 
wanted their aid, ‘because of its diminutive 
size, has now resolved itself into an im- 
posing array, numbering 48,000 soldiers, 
balt of whom are officers. ‘A 
Needs Farmers, Not Soldiers. 

There was a time when Cuba needed war- 
riors. Now the island is much in need of 
farmers. Many .of the Cubans who are at 
home do nothing but sit in front of their 
cabins and send their children three times 


a day to the United States Com Sariat 


to draw rations. Yet now, for the first time 
within the recollections of two or three 
generations, they can put in the crop with 
the comforting reflection that they who sow 
shall reap. But their fields still bear the 


marks and ravages of war.

Criticism for Net Blocking Walls.

A high and unsteady wall still remains 
standing on the Madison street line of the 
zulns. Unless it is braced or pulled down 
it may be expected to fall at any moment. 
Faflure of the police, Fire department, and 
Building Inspector to prevent pedestrians 
from walking on the dangerous side of the 
street before the accident, and a lack of pre- 
cautions to avert a second accident by 
permitting the remaining walls to stand 
and not blocking the sidewalks and streets, 
was freely criticised by the crowd. 

Some people attributed the mishap to the 
high wind, and said they belleved the crash 
of falling débris was mistaken for an ex- 


‘plosion, but those near the place when the 


crash came said the explosion theory was 


correct. The sound preceded the clatter of 
stone and brick. 
One Brother Is Killed. 


Frank Hewitt, accompanied by hig broth- 
er, F. D. Hewitt, 4555 Champlain avenue, 
was walking along Wabash avenue shortly 
before 11 o'clock. They were going south. 
J. M. Bair of Topeka, Kas., having an office 
at 1118 Ashland Block; was walking north 
on the same side of the street. The men 
were just about to meet in front of the Mc- 
Clurg entrance on Wabash avenue when the 
sidewalk shot upward. The roar which 
preceded it by an instant was sufficient 
warning for F. D. Hewitt. He sprang to 
the gutter as he was wrapped in a cloud of 
smoke and dust. Bricks and debris of all 
kinds were showered around him as he ran 
for protection under the elevated structure. 

The falling of the wall was almost sim- 
ultaneous with the explosicn, which evident- 
ly shook the foundations of the building. 
A torrent of bricks and wood frame work 
followed the rain of débris which came 
from the explosion. > 

When Hewitt turned around to look for 
his brother he could see nothing of him. 
J. M. Bair was picked up and blown fifteen 
feet backward to the north, away from fall- 
ing bricks. He was thrown upon his back 
and his clothing and hat battered with fiy- 
ing splinters and scraps of brick. His es- 
cape was as “marvelous at that of F. D. 
Hewitt. 

When the smoke and dust had cleared 
away it was seen that the sidewalk had 
sunk into the basement. The large sign 
boards which had been placed in front of 
the windows were blown outward and they 
fell across the sidewalk in a tangled mass. 
The Pinkerton watchman having charge of 
the building notified the Fire department 
ef the explosion and truck 10 was ordered 
to the scene. 


6 Search for Frank Hewitt. 
Hewitt, unable to find his brother, showed 
the flremen the place where he believed he 
was when he separated from him. The fire- 
men worked for twenty minutes before they 
could get any trace of the missing man. 
Finally, fifteen feet from where Hewitt and 
his brother were supposed to have been, 
one of the firemen discovered an arm stick- 
ing out from under a mass of wood and brick.

The third floor was vacant. 

The fire started on the sixth floor, and was 
discovered by a watchmen who saw smoke 
issuing from the rooms occupied by Pershing 
& Co. When the Fire department arrived 
the fire did not appear to be a dangerous 
one, in fact, for some time it could not be 
located. A number of firemen climbed the 
fire escape to the windows of the sixth story, 
and they spent some time in trying to get 
through the smoke to the source of the 
fire, hoping to use chemicals. It was soon 
discovered, however, that flames were 
breaking through the roof, and a call for 
extra engines was turned in. The two 
upper floors seemed to burst forth in flames 
almost simultaneously. The fire was a 
spectacular one, and thousands of people 
gathered to see it. Sparks fell all over the 
business district to the northeast, and the 
thick smoke settled in the foggy streets. 
The sparks were particularly large, and 
caused apprehension as they sailed north- 
ward. Some of them were blown as far as 
the river. 

The firemen who directed the streams 
from the ground were barely able to reach 
the sixth story and confined their attention 
mostly toward preventing the fire from 
spreading downward. The water tower was 
brought into play, but could not be direct- 
ed effectively and was soon drawn aside. 

Shortly before 11 o’clock the front wall 
of the two upper stories fell into Jackson 
street with a crasa that resembled a dyna- 
mite explosion. Fifty firemen were beneath 
the wall before it fell, but when the wall 
was seen to totter they heard the warning 
cry from the police officers, which was taken 
up by the crowd. The front of the buiiding 
was finished with granite and as tons of 
it fell the firemen scattered to places of 
safety. 

The loss on the building is $75,000. The 
firme are insured. 

Big crowds gathered on every corner in 
the vicinity of the fire, watching the specta- 
A railing around a stairway u. the 
alley south of the burning building broke 
and a dozen people fell to the ground. Only 
one man was injured, John Burns, a bar- 
tender, living in Congress street, receiving 
cuts on the head and body bruises.

The stock examiners relieve them and 
if he finds anything wrong he puts a yellow tag 
on the carcass and notifies the inspector. A formal 
complete examination is then made by the in- 
s tor. The taggers work in the-coolers and if 
3 are intended for export they attach 
a tag by means of a wire and seal. Where the 
meat is intended for interstate trade a brand is 
laced upon the animal on the fore quarter and 
ind quarter.

On Ante-Mortem Inspection. 


Dr. Devoe then gave some statistics as to 
the number ot cattle inspected and the num- 
ber condemned during the year 1898.

The 
doctor repeated that diseased cattle could 
not be taken intoa registered packing house 
but said that in the houses known as out- 
side houses the bottom of the tanks were 
sealed and ould not be opened until the next 
morning, when the carcasses were thorough- 
ly cooked. By the outside houses he meant 
those outside the yards. which were killing 
cattle simply for the local trade, and that 
they did not belong to the same packing 
rm. 

Q.—You never heurd of any such

A.—Not to any extent. 

The witness then testified that borax and 
salt were used at the packing yards. but he 
did not know of boracic acid being used, 95 
any other acid. 

At the conclusion of his testimony a recess 
of halt an hour was taken. 

At the afternoon seasion Dr. H. G. Paxton, 
a meat inspector at the Stock-Yards. was 
the first witness. He told of his duties in 
detecting diseased meat substantially as did 
Dr, Devoe in the morning session. Con- 
tinuing. he testified as follows:

On further examination by Colonel Gil- 
lespie Dr. Paxson testified that the render- 
ing tanks were where he could observe them 
readily and that they could not be tampered 
with without his knowledge. 


Inspector Bruette on Stand. 

The next witness was Dr. W. A. Bruette, 
an inspector now located at Swift's, where 
he has been for two months. When asked 
about withdrawing animals from the render- 
ing tank, he admitted that there wasa prob- 
ability of such a thing, but that in his ex- 
perience it had never been done. He con- 
tinued as follows:

The witness stated that condemned cat - 
tie were generally purchased by small kill- 
ers called scalpers, and taken to the small 
houses out of the Stock-Yarde. Their busi- 
ness largely consists of selling to pedders. 
In some of the small houses, he sald, there 
are government inspectors, and in others 
State inspectors. In case a condemned steer 
was killed where there are government in- 
specfors it would be a steer about which 
there is question. The inapector might con- 
demn it in the yards for tuberculosis, but 
would be perfectly willing to allow it.to be 


Killed and given a post-mortem inspection, 


Dr. Casper was the last witness of the day. 
He, too, is an inspector at the Union Stock- 
Yards, but his testimony threw little new 
light. on the investigation. He was exam- 
ined along the same line as the other Wi- 
nesses, and his testimony was not materially 
different from that of the other inspectors, , 

At 4:80 o'clock, after the open sessfon, the 
court went into executive session for an 
hour and then adjourned until tomorrow. 


ALTGELD AND THE PACKERS. 


Ex-Governor Tells of Schenies Devised 
to Evade Inspection at the 
Stock-Tards. 


If ex- Governor Altgeld's memory serves 
him right almost any packer or live stock 
commission man at the Stock-Yards ought 
to de able to furnish confirmatory evidence 
supporting and supplementing the state- 
ments of the chief of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry. In an interview last night he 
told of a meeting he had with 300 Stock- 
Yards people in 1894, when the discovery of 
the false-bottomed rendering tank was 
made. 

“It came to my notice,” said. Mr. Alt- 
geld, through the State meat inspection 
department, which was separate from the 
government inspection, that the laws and 
regulations were being systematically 
evaded. I came to Chicago and. called a 
meeting. of all the people interested in the 
Stock-Yards—packers, large and small, com- 
mission men and all—and about 300 men at- 
tended. I gave them a plain talk, telling 
them the State cattle inspection had become 
nothing more than a faree. I told what we 
had learned about a false bottomed tank and 
the sale of diseased cattle and said it would 
have to stop, and that if they did not one 
and all work in harmony with the State 
inspectors, by reporting irregularities and 
in other ways, to bring out a better 
state of things, State inspec.ions would be 
abolished. 

“The result was the adoption of a rigid 
set of rules, which have been followed ever 
since, so far as I know. They were followed 
during the remainder of my administration, 
and I am satisfied the inspection at the yards 
is now quite thorough. 

The false bottomed tank was only one of 
a number of schemes to beat the inspection. 
The vastness of the yards favored dishon- 
esty, and it would crop out in different re- 
mote points faster than the inspectors could 
digcover it. I do not remember thenames of 
the offenders at present. 


SAYS HE SOLD DISEASED BEEF. 


Affidavit of Former Alleged General 
Manager for Chicago Firm in 
Rhode Island. 


New York, March 11.~—[Special.]—The 
Journal prints an affidavit made by Willet 
W. Budlong, who declares he was for one 
year and eleven months general manager of 
the business of Nelson Morris & Co. in 
Rhode Island This was in the years 1898- 
"04. In the affidavit Budlong says: 


I know personaliy that tons upon tons of bad 
beef have come into Rhode Island ahd been sold 
here at good prices to people who paid for good, 
wholesome beef and thought they were getting 
it. I saw fit to remonstrate when a particularly 
horrifying sample came. It was a side o f 
and it contained a big ulcer.

I was told to sell it, and to sell everything that 
came to me, condemnation tag or no tag. was 
there to sell beef and not to inspect or criticise it.

But the comparative 
purity of the Prairie State brand is shown 
by the fact, just developed, that Chemist 
Wiley of the Department of Agriculture, an- 
alyzed a can of this brand of heeft for the 
War Investigation commission ud found 
it free from chemicals and of fairly good 
nutritive ,walities. The color was so pale 
and the beef odor so certain, as to preclude 
the possibility of its being horse meat. 


CONGRESSMAN WALKER FIGHTS 


Virginia Republican Leader Shoots At- 
torney in Election Contest and Is 
Himself Wounded. 


Bristol, Tenn., March 11.—General James 
A. Walker and W, 8. Hamilton, attorney for 
Judge W. F. Rhea, who is engaged in a con- 
test with General Walker for the Congpes- 
sienal toga for the Ninth Virginia District, 
met in a furious combat tonight while en- 
gaged in taking depositions in the contest. 

Hamilton advanced on Walker, who shot 
him in the abdomen. The wound is consid- 
ered fatal. 

G. E. Davis, private secretary to Judge 
Rhea, shot General Walker twice in the 
right shoulder, seriously wounding him. 

The sentiment here is decidedly against 
Hamilton and Davis. The latter had made 
statements previous to the shooting as to 
what he would do to General Walker fn the 
event of an altercation. General Walker 
is resting eagy, while Hamilton is suffering. 
Intense excitement prevails in the city.

Links Multiplying in the Chain of Evi- 
dence Around the Buyer of Old Gold 
and Silver—Convict.at Joliet Tells 
of Driving a Hard Bargain in sen- 
ing Booty — Many Are Ready to Give 
Their Testimony When the Cases 
Come to Trial. | 


Links are multiplying in the chain of evi- 
dence that is being woven around Ralph L. 
Ostrander, the buyer of old gold and silver, 
who ts under five indictments on charges of 

bien property. The police believe 
the story of the man’s career! as it wii be 
brought out in court will show him to be a 


second Barney Fagin, worthy the pen of a 


new Dickens. 

Thieves and robbers now in the bridewell, 
in the County Jail, in the State's prison at 
Jollet, and out on parole will appear äs will- 
ing witnesses against the man who, they 
say, robbed them in buying their stolen 
wares. A convict at Joliet said of him: 

It is true that I did business with Os- 
trander several years, but he always 
beat me whenever he could. He beat every- 
one he dealt with, as far as I have ever 
heard. I remember well that I once took to 
him a gold brick worth nearly $000 and for 
which he agreed to pay me $400. He was 
alone in the place and told me to wait while 
he went out toget the money. He came back 
and handed me $200, and said: Now get out 
of here, quick; the police are after you. 
Vou'll have to get the rest of it some other 
time.’ I never got the rest of it.“ 

It was this same prisoner in Joliet through 
whom the detectives secured much valuable 
information about Ostrander and others who 
dealt with the man. It was he who wrote 
many of the letters found in Ostrander’s 
desk, and by the series of letters of differ- 
ent dates tile thief was traced through a 
tour of Wisconsin, Iowa, Ohio, and finally 
back to Cook County. The County Jail and 
Joliet were the next steps in his itinerary, 
and it is believed his next move will be to 
come to Chicago when Ostrander is placed 
or trial, to appear as a witness against him. 

Two other prisoners at Joliet tell similar 
stories of their dealings with Ostrander, and 
these and others not so far away from the 


police all say the man has been doing busi- 


ness with them for years.

It was a Jekylland Hyde life that Ostrander 
is believed to have led. To his neighbors he 
appeared as a quiet, orderly, law abiding 
citizen, who had no bad habits and who 
lived a well regulated Mfe. In the summer 
he rode a bicycle and occasionally drove a 
horse, but his home seemed to be his chief 
delight, and he could be found there almost 
every evening. 

‘The people who live im the neighborhood 
say he was a good neighbor. He chatted 
freely with them, but never became intimate 
with any one. Mrs. Kate Ostrander mingled 
freely with the women of Austin and joined 
their clubs, received and paid calls faith- 
fully, and was well liked. 

Since the arrest neighbors have compared 
notes, and it has been reported that Os- 
trander has been cruel to his wife during the 
last year. Citizens have said that they saw 
him seize her by the wrists in such a manner 
as to make her cry out, and quarrels between 
the couple have been reported about the 
town. The couple lived without any at- 
tempt at lavish style. 


COLLISION ON THE ALLEY “L.” 
Two Men Injured in Smash -Up at Sixty- 
first Street Station of South 
Side Line. 


Two men were injured last evening in a 
rear end collision on the South Bide elevatea 
railroad at the Sixty~-first street station. 

A disabled motor with several cars which 
were being pushed by another train crashed 
into a train which had stopped at the sta- 
tion, badly damaging two of its coaches. The 
injured are: 


Hanlan. J. N., passenger on rear train, lives 
at Sixty-sixth and May streets: severely bruised 
about the hip; taken to Mercy Hospital. 


Shorley, M. J., conductor on rear train: bruised 
about the body; taken to his home at 4007 Dear- 
born street.

PREPARING TO GREET EIGHTH. 


Chief Marshal of Reception Committee 
Calls Meeting to Assign Organisa- 
tions to Places in the Parade.

MURPHY DENOUNCES VROOMAN | FIND IN THE BEC KERCARR 


Reply to Charge of Conspiracy in Min- 
ing Deal Involving Meiklejohn, 
Blackburn, and Others. 


Washington, D. C., March 11.—({Special.]— 
Dominick I. Murphy, ex-Commissioner of 
Pensions, furnished the following statement 
to Tun TRIBUNE relative to the Klondike 
company in which he; Assistant Secretary 
Meiklejohn, ex-Senator Blackburn, and 
others were once interested: 

F. B. Vrooman’s reiterated charge of 
conspiracy involving Assistant Secretary of 
War Meiklejohn, ex-Senator Blackburn, 
Captain Jack Crawford, and myself is 
ieminiscent of the story of the rogue who 
raised thé cry of Stop thief’ in the hope of 
eluding pursuit. 

“He tries to make it appear that a con- 
spiracy was hatched after it was discovered 
that the Klondike, Yukon, and Copper River 
company's leases on the Hootalingua con- 
tained untold quantities of platinum and 
gold in the black sands along the river's 
banks. e has full knowledge that these 
black sands are not found on the company’s 
holdings at all, but are located some dis- 
tance fuather up the stream. And he knows 
full well that Mr. Meiklejohn, Mr, B.ack- 
burn, and I refused to have further associa- 
tion with his concern long before the black 
sands were thought of, and that since the 


| severance of our relations we have had no 


connection in any manner, shape, or form 
with him or his scheme. 

“ Captain Crawford, whom Mr. Vrooman 
has also seen fit to call a conspirator, be- 
came so incensed at the treatment he re- 
ceived at the hands of the gentleman that 
months ago he refused to /d further com- 
munication: with him. Crawford's party of 
seven was sent to the Northwest Territory 
with insufficient means and a short supply 
of provisions while Mr. Vrooman was lavish- 
ly spending the stockholder's money and 
living on the fat of the land at the best 
hotels.

He said: “The great problem that now 
confronts us and that must be settled at 
once is the disposition of the armed forces 
of insurgents that are encamped all over 
the island. The solution of this problem 
must come within thirty days. ; Unless it is 
disposed of within that time the working 
out of the salvation of Cuba Is going to be 
an awful hard thing for years to come. 


Handicapped by Congress. 

The trouble ts that we have been han4d!- 
capped by a resolution of Corigress in which 
it attempted to define our future intentions 
in regard to Cuba, a thing which is always 
dangerous. 

But something will have to be done at 
once, That army is needed to take care of 
the sugar cane, which must be replanted 
at once if there is to be any sugar worth 
speaking of for the next two years, and 
then it stands as a continual menace to 
the millions of capital, which is anxious and 
ready to comein here, and which the island 
so much needs, but which will never be in- 
vested until that cdénstant threat to peace 
and order of an organized and possibly hos- 
tile army has been removed. 

“Millions of money are banked up wait- 
ing to be invested in developing the re- 
sources of this island as soon as the con- 

tions are safe. So long as that army re- 
mains not a dollar worth speaking of will 
be put into circulation. You know that noth- 
ing is more cowardly than capital, and that 
the only thing more timid than a million 
dollars is two millions. 6 

** There are millions of Spanish money and 
millions of Cuban money right here in Ha- 
vana and millions more of American money 
in the States ready to be invested here as 
soon as its owners feel that it is safe, and 
I can see that the one obstacle now in the 
way is that Cuban army. It stands likea 
wall between the island and its prosperity 
and it must be got out of the way at once. 


Must Be Settled Soon. 

A settlement of this question must be 
made within thirty days. There are no two 
ways about it. My plan is to send every 
man-jack of them back to his home, give 
him a yoke of steers and an American plow, 
‘a handful of money to keep him until he can 
raise some sweet potatoes or a plantation, 
and then let him shift for himself. With a 
Mttle exertion he can live well. 

They must be disarmed and sent home 
or they will break up into bande of brigands, 
sleeping in the hedges, and we will have to 
send out and bring them in then. Will they 
work? They will have to. At any ratethat 
is their own lookout. The government will 
have given them a start, and they will be re- 
sponsible for the future.“ 

General Ludlow was asked how he would 
arrange, this financially and replied he would 
charge the expenditure to the island, to be 
repaid out of the customs, so that there need 
be no responsibility on the part of the Unit- 
ed States. 

They haven't a thing and we must give 
them a start. It would pay to straina point 
just now to get the whole thing settled at 
once, so that the men could get to work and 
take care of the sugar cane before it is too 
late, for we can’t afford and they can't af- 


ford to be without a crop for the next two 


years. 
Wo. have in this province 8,000 men whose 

homes are in the Province of Pinar del Rio, 

several hundred miles away in the extremé 


end of the island. We are not supporting 


them here in arms, as they are living off of 
the Cubans, but we are issuing rations to 
their families at home, and so it is six of 
one and half a dozen of another. It will cost 
about 300 or $75 a man to get them back 
home, but it would be the best investment 
we could make. | 

It may be argued these men will turn to 
brigandage anyhow. I would do just this 
thing. Send them home, give them a fair 
start, treat them right, and then if they turn 
brigands anyhow shoot them. These peo- 
ple have been accustomed to being ruled with 
an iron hand anyhow, and perhaps some of 
it would be better for them and us in the 
long run than too much kindness.’

TWO OFFICERS DECLINE PROMOTION

Washington, D. C., March 11.—[Special.]

London, March 11.—It is rumored in Cath- 
olic-American.circles in Paris Archbishop 
Ireland is to become Papal Nuncio of Paris, 
to succeed M. Cleri, who died the last week. 
It could not be authoritatively confirmed in 
Paris. A French prelate said: 

Several reasons can be advanced in its 
favor. First, Archbishop Ireland is persona 
gratissima in France. Secondly, his French 
education sults him for a diplomatic life 
here. Thirdly,.the Pope, a firm friend of 
the French republic, is credited with the

publican like Ireland would be a source of 
strength to France. Finally, the Nuncio 
is always the dean of the Ambassadors in 
Paris, and an international man like Ireland 
insuch.a position would greatly strengthen 
the Vatican. 

“It is absolutely certain the Pope still 
hugs the hope of getting back, by dipl- 
matic means, from Italy at least the City 
of Rome. Ireland's dignity would be pre-

COMPLICATIONS. AT SHANGHAI. 


France and Russia Unite in a Protest 
Against Extension of Trading Set- 
tlements to Other Powers, 


London, March 11.—A dispatch from 
Shanghai says that the Russian Consul had 
joined with the French Consul in a protest 
addressed to the English, American, and 
German Consuls, against the extension of 
the trading settlements under their juris- 
diction until the claims of Russian and 
French merchants’ for similar extensions 
shall have been satisfied. 

The French and Russian Ministers at Pe- 
king today protested to the Tsung-li-Yamen 
against concessions of land in Shanghai to 
American, English, or other foreign com-

DROP ADDICKS STOCK.

Promoter Brings on the Action by 
Notifying Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
Company It Will Ne Longer Be Re- 
quired as Registrar—Grows Out of 
Refusal by the Exchanges to List

The charter of the Bay State Gas company, 


it is generally understood in Wall street, 


permits of an unlimited increase in the cap- 
italization. At any rate, the capitalization, 
which was originally $5,000,000, has been in- 
creased several times, so that it is now of 
enormous proportions. It was doubled a 
few weeks ago, and at the present time ag- 
gregates $100,000,000, divided into shares of 
$50 each. 

It is believed that this increase in capital 
was in the nature of a snap judgment,“ in- 
stigated by those in control of the prop- 
erty, who feared that a majority of the orig- 
inal stock was held by unfriendly inter- 
ests and that they would be ousted from con- 
trol. The Farmers’ Loan and Trust com- 
pany refused several days ago to accept 


the new stock as a legitimate issue. 


Refuse to Grant Concession. 


Application was made to both the New 


York and Boston Exchanges to admit to 
dealing in the unlisted departments of the 


respective exchanges the additional 850,000, 
6000 in stock, but neither exchange granted 
the application. 

Boston advices have since reported that 
Mr. Addicks had threatened to see that all 
the stock was withdrawn from dealings on 
the two exchanges. The stock was weak 
today on the New York Stock Exchange. 

In the future dealings in the steck will be 
conducted on the curb by the outside brok- 
erage crowd, whose trading place is the 
street in front of the Mills Building. 


Addicks Defines His Purpose. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 11.—[Spectial.]— 
J. Edward Addicks, President of the Bay 
State Gas company, tonight gave out the 
following statement with reference to the 
stock of the company being stricken from the 
Stock Exchange list in New York and Bos- 
ton: 

The Farmers’ Loan and Trust company 
has been the transfer agency of the Bay 
State Gas company ever since the stock has 
been listed on the New York Stock Ex- 
change. This agency was withdrawn by the 
company, and as a restilt the stock was 
dropped from the list. 

This move will not in any way affect the 
Bay State Gas company or any ef its inter- 
ests. The company adopted this proceeding 
to avoid having two Kinds of common stock 
on the market, listed and unlisted. The old 
issue of $50,000,000 common stock was listed, 
and had the company wished to have its new 
common stock ($50,000,000) sold on the curb 
as an unlisted security the New York Stock 
Exchange would have entered no objection, 
and the company would have been annoyed 
by having two kinds of common stock on the 
markct. 

In preference to doing this the company 
decided to have the entire issue of $100,000, - 
(v0 common stock sold on the curb as all un- 
listed securities are soid, and to bring this 
about the New York transfer agency was 
closed, and the action of the New York and 
Boston exchanges followed.“ ‘3

Alger Rules The paragraph of-

purpose of abolishing the canteen, and 
temperance people all over the country have 
rejoiceé over the passage of the law. 

The construction put on the paragraph by 
Becretary Alger, under the advice of the 
law officers of the department, makes the 
canteen or pot exchange more of an insti- 
tution than ever, inasmuch as all private 
competition is abolished on military reser- 
vations. The paragraph in the new law 

“That no officer or private soldier shall 
be detailed to sell intoxicating drinks as a 
bartender: or otherwise ip any post ex- 
change or canteen, tor shall any other per- 
son de ‘required or allowed to sell such 
in an encampment or fort or any 
premises used for military purposes by the 
United States, and the Secretary of War 
is hereby directed to issue such general 
order as may be necessary to carry the pro- 
Visions ot this section into full force and 
. 

Apparently this abolishes the canteen, but 
the War department now holds that the 
paragraph merely requires cividan bar- 
tenders in the post exchange, and then for- 
bids any other person selling intoxicating 
liquors. This win be a blow to the ten’- 
perance people, but it is quite in harmony 
with the views of most army officers, who 
say the post exchange is conducive to real! 
*emperance among the troops.

Zina R. Carter made three speeches last 
night, addressing large and enthusiastic 
meetings in the Thirteenth Ward and at the 
Lincoln club and Marquette club in the order 
named. He was accompanied by the other 
nominees, all of whom spoke at the several 
meetings. a. 

Mr. Carter did not reach the Marquette 
club until nearly 10 o'clock, and his entrance 
was the signal for an outburst of cheering 
from the audience which filled the hail. 
When a few moments later he arose to 
speak, following the opening speech by John 
S. Miller, who placed him in nomination be- 
fore the Republican city convention, all in 


the hall rose and cheered for some time. 


After referring to the conditions which 
confronted the national Republican adminis- 
tration, the result of Democratic misrule, 
when it went into power, he said: 

I believe it to be true that the condition 


of affairs which obtain in Chicago today are 


as bad as the conditions which confronted 
the Republican national administration in 
a financial and industrial way, and I believe 
that under the application of good, sound 
business principles incalculable benefits can 
be secured for the people of this city. 

“I do not make this as a simple assertion, 
for I have some facts and figures which I 
believe fully confirm this statement. I find 
that in 1895 an appropriation was made for 
city expenses amounting to $14,239,685. Of 
that $7,590,000 was set aside for the schools, 
and the balance, $6,649,685, was used to run 
the city government, an amount far less 
This was, as you know, 
under a Republican administration. But 
we had a far better city government than in ‘ 
1898, when $16,200,420 was appropriated for 
city expenses, and only $6,140,533 was set 
aside for the schools. For the other de- 
partments over $10,000,000 was given, an ex- 
cess over 1895 of $3,410,000. And I have 
failed to find any adequate results from this 
largely increased expenditure. 


Contracts Let to Favorites. 


“The members of the Democratic party 
under Altgeld are telling us of these facts. 
We don’t have to find them out for our- 
selves. But the main truths were dug up 
by an honest Republican, a member of the 
City Council, After considerable opposition 
an order was passed through the Council 
asking for an accounting of the money 
spent in the work of repairing and cleaning 
the streets. A city employé wrote to those 
active in the movement and said that if this 
move was persisted in it would stir, up 
a hornet's nest in the City Hall. Contracts 
were let to favorites of the administration, 
he said. 

„Just look at these figures. In the Thir- 
teenth Ward on one job $880 was expended 
for material and $5,582 for labor. In the 
Twenty-ninth Ward $855 was expended for 
material and $13,525 for labor. In the 
Nineteenth Ward $422 for material and $13,- . 
O87 for labor. The largest part of the labor 
item was for a foreman, assistant foreman, 
and a timekeeper. 

I believe the civil service law a 
thing, but as it is now enforced we would 
be better without one. If the Mayor was 
held responsible for his employés he would 
exert more care, but the law is now used as 
a buffer for complaints. 

„ am sure it is no exaggeration to say 
that at no previous time have the streets of 
Chicago been in as intolerable condition as 
at the present time. In 1895 the sum of 
$695,000 ‘was appropriated for cleaning the 


streets and providing garbage boxes. It was 


a miserably inadequate sum, but still some 
results were obtained. In 1898 the sum of 
$916,788 was appropriated, a much larger 
sum, but the conditions are infinitely more 
unsatisfactory. The reason for it is the 
money appropriated has not been expended 
in a businesslike way. 

“The remedy for this state of affairs, in 
my opinion, is to be found in a proper en- 
forcement of the civil service law. From 
its beginning the present Democratic ad- 
ministration openly boasted of its purpose 
to nullify and defeat, if possible, this law, and 
the Corporation Counsel was instructed to, 
and did, work unceasingly in this direction. 
The result is found in the expenditures which 
I have called attention to. Thousands of 
dollars have been spent for the simple pur- 
pose of securing the renomination of the 
present Mayor at the Democratic conven- 
tion. 

„The Republican party, by its record, by 
its leaders, stands for the enforcement of 
this law, for clean streets, for the complete 
divoreement of the Police department from 
politics, for the application of correct busi- 
ness principles to the affairs of the city, and 
the honest administration of the law in all 


departments.“ 
other Candidates Speak. 


Emil C. Schaefer, candidate for Treasurer, 
who was on the stage, and then introduced 
by President Pauling and was warmly re- 
ceived.

I have never before been a candidate 
for any political office, but I pledge you that 
if elected I will conduct the affairs of the

E Rostand Declares American 
| le Owe Hira Honorable Repara- 
tion for the Insinvation. 


Attached to the deposition of Bdmond 
Rostand in S. E. Gross’ plagiarism suit is 
the following statement by the author of 
Cyrano: 

Witness states that he has voluntarily 
offered himself as a witness out of defer- 
ence for American law and usages. That 
he has been interrogated like a child upon 
his habits and knowledge in a way which is 


* 


most astonishing to a Frenchman of let- 


ters of his position, and in way which, if it 
were known in France, would set everybody 
laughing or incite indignation. He considers 
some honorable reparation is due him by 
the American people, who have recently 
shown themselves so chivalrous, for the in- 
sinuations made against him in connection 
with this litigation.” 

In answer to the question if he had bor- 
rowed the balcony scene of Cyrano” from 
Mr. Gross’ play, he says: 

“I might with equal reason accuse Mr. 
Gross of having borrowed this idea from 
the Spaniards. I would not do so, however, 
because I think the Americans have already 
taken a sufficient number of Spanish things 
and sufficiently covered themselves with 
glory to afford to leave this alone.” 

In answer to the charge that he might 
have appropriated the big nose of the 
Merchant Prince of Cornville,”’ he said: 

Big moses are found in all parts of the 
world.”’ 

M. Rostand answered Attorney Reed’s 
questions concerning the alleged resem- 
blances in his plays by declaring that he 
saw not the faintest similarity, and that 
the Chicago writer’s play was without moral 
and was shaliow. 

He declared in writing his play he had put 
together the most brilliant parts first, and 
had filled in the minor parts later. 

The first two things I wrote in Cyrano’ 
were the presentation of the Gascony cadets 
in the second act and the ballad in the first,“ 
he said. “I wish to remark that when I 
wrote ‘Cyrano’ I was not aware that 
should be called here to give exact dates o 
every word and verse in the play, otherwise 
I should have have made marginal notes at 
the time.“ 

Repeated questions falled to bring out that 
M. Rostand knew the English language or 
that he knew any Englishmen or Americans 
well. He was asked about the many trans- 
lations of Cyrano,“ and said: 

„L have received from England and Amer- 
ica a number of translations, and as I do not 
understand the English language I have sim- 
ply put them on the shelves of my library 
and look at them with satisfaction, but am 
unable to distingwish between them.“ 

Speaking of the copyright question, M. 
Rostand said: | 

Copyright does not exist in France, but 
the fact of going to a publisher and his filing 
a copy of the play reserves the author’s 
rights. As soon as an author has taken a 
piece to a manager of a theater the Socicty 
of Authors takes note ofthe fact, and this 
is equivalent to copyright protection. The 

ublisher or Soclety of Authors would de- 
— all expense of prosecuting an infringer.“

MAYOR GREETED BY FEW 


OPENING RALLY OF THE HARRISON 
GUARDS PROVES A FIZZLE. 


Promised Escort of 500 Members to Ac- 
‘mpany the City’s Executive from 
north Side Turner Hall to the Tre- 
mont House Fails to Materialise— 
Democratic Machine Candidate 
Confesses His Inability to Heep 
Chicago's Streets Clean. 


Mayor Harrison about half opened his 
campaign at the Tremont House last even- 
ing. He might have opened it further had 
there been more people present. 

The occasion was the “grand opening 
rally of the recently formed Harrison 
Guards. An elaborate program had been 
prepared. Unfortunately, however, the 
managers were unable to carry it out, They 
had arranged for an escort of 500 members 
of the organization, all in uniform, to con- 
duct Mayor Harrison from North Side 
Turner Hall to the hotel. But neither 300 
nor 50 appeared, and the Mayor and the 
talthtul Jimmy Quinn came over to the 
Afterward it 
was explained chat the Democratic parade 
had been abandoned on account of the 
rain.“ 

At the hotel about 250 Harrison supporters 
were found, and the diping-room in which 
the meeting was held was not half filled. 
Most of those present were City Hall em- 
ployés, the Special Assessment department 
being especially well represented. But theu 
James Donnagan, the President of the club, 
js a clerk in that office. These City Hall em- 
ployés, however, demonstrated their qualifi- 
eations for the places they hold by cheering 
loudly when the Mayor came among them. 

Mayor Harrison began his address by say- 
ing it was not proper for him to make a 
political speech until he had been nominated 
by the Democratic convention and it had an- 
nounced its platform. Then he proceeded to 
make one. | 


Address of Mr. Harrison, 


“TI see,’ he said, that Mr. Carter has 
set out on his campaign with the idea that 
if he is elected he will make Chicago a para- 
dise. He would drive away from the city 
every form of vice and make it a mode! for 
n young ladies’ seminary. I would Uke w 
do the same thing myself, but I have tried 
for two years and found it impossible.“ 

Continuing, the Mayor denied that he had 
failed to enforce the civil service law. He 
said some Democrats accused him of en- 
forcing it too strictly, but that his attempt 
had been to enforce it in a common sense, 
business manner.“ 

** Mr. Carter,“ he went on, has also prom- 
iged to clean the streets of the city. Two 
years ago, when I was a candidate for 
Mayor, I made the same promise, and I want 
to apologize now for having made it. Clean 
streets are simply a question of money. 
Give him enough money and any Mayor will 
be not only willing but gled to keep the 
streets clean. With the money now avall- 
able, however, it is tmposeible to keep the 
streets clean. This administration can’t 
do it and no other one can.“ 

Referring to the picture in Tur TRIBUNE 
showing the condition of Halsted street the 
Mayor claimed Mr. Carter was at the head 
of the property-owners who had prevented 
the improvement of that street. He did not; 
however, mention the fact that the conten- 
tion of these property-owners was not that 
the street be not paved, but that it be paved 
with brick instead of asphalt, as the De- 
partment of Public Works attempted.

The payment of $334,000 to Contractor Me- 
Carthy for street. patching and the con- 
troversy between McCarthy and Controller 
Waller were alluded io. Mr. Altgeld asked 
what heavy hand had compelled the Con- 
troHer to stultify himself and pay the Me- 
Carthy bills after he had proved the con- 
tractor’s measurements were excessive.

Selfridge Talks of System. 

President Harry G. Selfridge, in presenting 
the subject “‘ Greater Chicago,“ said: 

We men of business fully realize system 
is necessary to the successful conduct of 
business, and we would severely criticise 
any business-man who would allow his busi- 
ness to suffer for lack of system.

Works Shown at the Art Institute 
by Painters in Chicage and Vicinity 
—One Picture Shows Fire Engines 
Playing on a Bit of Blazing Sky— 
Lorade Taft's “Despair” Carica- 
tured by David Hunter. 


The entrance to the quarters of the Palette 
and Chisel club on the seventh floor of the 
Athenszum Building is guarded for the pres- 
ent by a plaster lion in bas relief who seems 
to have a laugh coming and is having it. 
| The second annual exhibit of the Salon de 
Refuse opened yesterday by “ special per- 
mit of the city garbage inspector,”’ and 
therefore the plaster lion’s smile. 

The gxhibit of the Salon de Refuse is com- 
posed of burlesques on the most prominent 
works exhibited by the artists of Chicago 
and vicinity at the Art Institute. It is cal- 
culated to send him who has not seen the 
original exhibit to the Institute to see it and 
then back to the galleries of the club to see 
the burlesques again. The catalogue of the 
exhibition of the club ts printed on a roll 
of papyrus six feet in length and contains 
a list of a hundred burlesques. 

The artists of the club have caught the 
spirit of the original paintings and have ex- 
aggerated it until the rest of the significance 
of the picture is lost in the prominence of 
the central idea or the naturally suggested 
burlesque upon it, 

In the case of a fiery bright bit of sky one 
artist has brought out a fire engine to play 
upon it. The most catching of the exhibits 
is the plaster misrepresentation by David 
Hunter of Lorado Taft's figure, Despair,”’ 
which received the prize offered by the club. 
It is exhibit 203, by Tapht. Lorado, and is en- 
titied “ Despair (plaster figure); or, Filled to 
the Brim.“ The outlines of the figure are 
the same as those of the original, but the 
cause for the maiden’s despair is plainly 
given in the burlesque. It arises from an at- 
tempt to wash both her hair and her feet in 
a foot basin, from which the feet, plainly de- 
manding No. 10 shoes, protrude to betray the 
source of the girl's grief. 

The paintings of Pauline Dohn have es- 
pecially taken the fancy of the artists on 
caricature bent. No. 57 in the club exhibit 
is The Sinker.’’

RUSH WORK TO SAVE MINERS. 


Comrades Race with Death in the Case 
of Entombed Colorado Men, 
Who May Drown. 


Leadville, Colo, March 11 nal. 
Charles Reuss and Burt 
since Thursday morning in the Bon Air mine 
by the caving im of 500 tons of dirt, are alive 
and well. They are in a small station barely 
large enough for two, where they are com- 
municated with by rescuers from the sur- 
face, who blow open the small water pipes 
and thus send food and hot coffee down to 
the entombed miners. The pipe is also used 
as telephone and communication is had with 
the prisoners several times daily. They 
have been supplied with lamps and are sent 
down the daily papers, in which they read 
the accounts of being entombed alive. 
Owing to the rising water, the mem have 
climbed the ladder to the 370 foot station. 
They can come up no further and it is now a 
race between death and the rescuing party 
sinking a new shaft to reach the men before 
the water does. Shifts are changed every 
hour and the rescuers are making almost a 
foot an hour. They cannot reach the men 
before Wednesday. Another cave-in is prob- 
able at any moment, which would cut off 
communication to the men, so the little buck- 
et was kept going up and down all day toda 
carrying food. 
The men are cheerful, although they can 
hear the water slowly creeping up towards 
them. Both the men are well known in this 
State, Reuss being @ leading German and 
having attended the national convention of 
turners last year. He received a large num- 
ber of telegrame from different parts of the 
country today wishing him well. The tele- 
grams were sent down to the men on a rope,

_ San Juan de Porto Rico, March 2.—The key- 
note of the real conditions in Porto Rico, 
which it is necessary that the great Amer- 
ican people should find out and which it is 
much more necessary the War department 
should discover, seems to have been sounded 
in a pathetic note sent to General Guy V. 
Henry a day or two ago by the acting Bishop 
of Porto Rico. 

Bishop Chappelle of Louisiana, who has 
been appointed as head of the Catholic 
Church of Cuba and Porto Rico, visited San 
Juan and talked with the acting Bishop, a 
dignified, scholarly Spaniard, who has been 
many years on the island. Bishop Chappelle 
was delighted with the acting Bishop, be 
lieved that it would be unwise for him 40 
withdraw for a time at least from the church 
work in Porto Rico, and left him in control. 
The acting Bishop visited General Henry, 
and planned many referms and innovations 
that would be beneficial to the people of the 
island, and that it was impossible to have 
carried out under the old Spanish régime. 


Difficulty of Making Reforms. 

Among other things it was recommended 
there should be no longer any of the unpleas- 
ant incidents which have so often of late 
characterized Porto Rican funerals. All of 
the graveyards in the island are under the 
control of the church and none but they who 
died in the church were permitted «to be 
buried within. The Porto Ricans insisted on 
burying whom they pleased within the 
cemeteries regardless of the consent of the 
church authorities. The day I arrived at 
Ponce a funeral procession was stopped at 
the cemetery gates by two priests, who re- 
fused to admit the cortége. The mourners 
crowded about the priests and loudly pro- 
claimed their right to bury the corpse in the 
graveyard. Finally, the priests were shoved 
uside and the procession entered in triumph. 

The acting Bishop and General Henry con- 
ferred with the Municipal Council of San 
Juan and it was decided that the church's 
right to the control of its own cemeteries 

was not to be disputed and that other church 
bodies and the municipalities should con- 
struct their own burial places. This seemed 
satisfactory to every one and General Henry 
This 
happy settlement of what was to the Ameri- 
can administration a perplexing question 
was a source of great satisfaction to the 
acting Bishop, by whose instrumentality it 
had been brought about. 

The next morning I called on General 
Henry white he was reading a note he had 
just recetved from the acting Bishop. The 
note read: 

“The Municipal Council have reversed 
their action of yesterday. They declare now 
that any one, regardless of the consent of 
the church, shall be buried in the cemetery. 
It is a perverse generation. I can do nothing. 
— the Lord help you. 1 am going back to 

pa n.“ 

“The acting Bishop,“ said General Henry 

slowly and sorrowfully, throws up the 
sponge. I don't blame him.“ 
„The gray-haired old Bishop was heart- 
broken at the failure of his efforts in harmon- 
izing and conciliating the people with wiom 
he had so long labored. General Henry read 
the words several times— May the Lord 
help you; I am going back to Spain.“ 


Capacity for Self-Government. 

There is no question but that the Porto 
Ricans have been given every opportunity 
to demonstrate their abi!l't; at self-govern- 
ment and that the autnority of the Ameri- 
cans is kept as far in the background as 
Possible. Almost all of General Henry's 
officers believed that far too much power was 
given to the natives and that they had abused 
their prerogatives so thoroughly that pa- 
tience had long since ceased to be a virtue. 

Tes, to a great extent that is true,“ said 
General Henry. But military government 


Is not the best kind. I do not believe in mili- 


tary government. The American people do 
not believe in it. The army does not believe 
in it, and, as far as possible, I wanted these 
people to govern themselves and keep mill- 
tarism in the background.

eral Henry and the conduct of the Porto 
Rican administration. He doesn’t expect to 
accomplish much except to attract the eyes 
of the Porto Ricans to himself and secure

Contracts Have Been Let and Work Is 
to Begin as Soon as the Weather 
Permits — Asphalt, Macadam, and 

Cedar Block Pavements to Be Laid— 

: Many Other Thoroughfares to Re- 
ceive Similar Treatment When 
Legal Formalities Are Completed,

Superintendent of Streets Doherty made 
a report yesterday to Commissioner of Pub- 
lie Works McGann of-some of the street 
improvements to be accomplished during 
1809 by the Street department. It consists 
of a list of streets indicating the kind of 
pavement to be used. The list shows that 
contracts have already been let for sixty- 
five improvements, eighteen streets to be 
paved with asphalt, three with brick, twen- 
ty-two with cedar, and twenty-one with 
macadam. Of improvements decided upon 
but not yet contracted for there are 392, 
comprising a distance of about 175 miles. 
Of those improvements eighty-one are mac- 
adam, twenty-six granite, 102 asphalt, 136 
brick, and thirty-seven cedar. The asphalt 
pavement costs about $70,000 a mile, the 

nite $05,000, the brick $55,000, the cedar 

000, and the macadam $30,000. 

Estimates furnished to Superintendent 
May of the Bureau of Special Assessment 
by Superintendent of Streets Doherty 
placed the amount of expenditure for the 
proposed improvements at $9,343,000. The 
amount in the contracts already made is 


$960,542.

Judge Chetlain Declares Corporation 
Has Right to Sell Provisions and 
Merchandise Under One Roof. 


Judge Chetlain, in the Superior Court, has 
handed down an opinion in the agreed case 
of the City of Chicago against Charles 
Netcher, proprietor of the Boston Store. 
finding that the defendant was not guilty 
of violating any law in seVYing meats, fruits, 
vegetables, and other provisions under the 
same roof with dry goods, jewelry, and other 
merchandise. 

The prosecution was based upon an or- 
dir ance passed by the City Council July 12, 
1807. providing for fining any person or 
corporation transacting a provision and gen- 
eral merchandise business under one roof, 
and it practically contemplated an end of 
department stores.“ 

The original case in which the question 
of the validity of the ordinance was brought 
up was that of the City of Chicago against 
the Boston Store.” The defendant was 
summoned into a justice court and fined for 
selling meats and other provisions on the 
sixth floor of the same building in which it 
conducted a general merchandise business. 

After the disposition of the case the par- 
ties decided they would take the case to the 
upper courts and secure a decision on the 
validity of the ordinance upon which the 
Prosecution was based. With this object in 
view a stipulation setting forth the facts in 
the case was drawn by the attorneys for 
the different parties and the case was sub- 
mitted to the consideration of Judge Chet- 
lain for his decision. : 

The basis for finding that the ordinance in 
question was void and inoperative was that 
the measure had been enacted under the 
power conferred upon. the municipality to 
legislate in the interest and for the promo- 
tion of public safety, health, and morals. 
Germane to this point the court says: 

“But the court knows no reason why 
either the public safety, health, or morals, 
or even the welfare of the people, is directly 
involved in the sale of meats in a store where 
either goods, jewelry, or other articles men- 
tioned in the ordinance are sold.

DECIDES THE LAW IS VOID. 


Judge Gibbons Declares Legislature’s 
Act in Giving Soldiers Preference in 
Appointments Unconstitutional. 


Judge Gibbons yesterday practically de- 
cided the old soldier’’ law passed by the 
Legislature in 1897 unconstitutional. 

The question came up in a suit in which 
John Maloney, candidate for Superintend- 
ent of the Water Meter Mechanical depart- 
ment, sought to review the acts of the Civil 
Service Commissioners in refusing to cer- 
tify him at the head of the eligible list, and 
placing in his stead Aaron L. Brown, a vet- 
eran of the Seventy-first New Tork. 
Brown's average in the examination was 
thirteen points below Maloney’s. ,. - : 

Judge Gibbons, in giving his Aecision, 
said: The law in question is void, not only 
because it falls under the ban of the con- 
gt it ut ion, which prohibits the Legislature 
from passing any law granting to any cor- 
poration, association, or individual special 
or exclusive privileges, but because it is 
inconsistent with the basic principles under- 
lying the nature ot our institutions.“ 

The law in question was passed as an 
amendment to the civil service law. The 
section provides that persons engaged in the 
military or naval service of the country 
in the civil war shall be given preference in 
competition for civil offices. . 4 

Yesterday’s decision is the first ruling on 


virtual victory for the petitioner, although 
the court refused to enter a final order, in 
accordance with his expressed finding, re- 
ferring the matter to the Supreme Court 
for a final adjudication by dismissing the 
petition and allowing an appeal. 


BARON’S LAWYER TALKS TO JURY 


Attorney Bachrach Bases His Argument 
on the Terry-Neagle Shooting— 
Forrest to Speak Tomorrow. 


Attorney Todd concluded his argument 
for the State in the Von Biedenfeld murder 
trial shortly after noon yesterday and At- 
terney Benjamin Bachrach addressed the 
jury for the defense. Tomorrow morning at 
10 o'clock Lawyer Forrest will make the 
final argument for his client. Assistant 
State’s Attorney Smith will follow. He ex- 
pects to conclude by Tuesday noon. 

Lawyer Todd's argument was that if the 
Baron had wished to avoid trouble he would 
have appealed to the policeman present. 
He produced McDonald's ciwthing to show 
he had not unbuttoned his coat before the 
shooting. 

Attorney Bachrach’s argument was the 
recitation of authorities on murder to prove 
the fact of Macdonald placing his hand be- 
hind him, as has been alleged, made an as- 
sault and was sufficient cause for the Baron 
to believe his life to be in danger. Mr. Bach- 
rach dwelt on the case of Terry, who slapped 
the face of Justice Field and who was shot 
and killed by Neagle, a court official. The 
Supreme Court held that Neagle had ample 
excuse for shooting, believing that Terry 
was about to draw a weapon. The defense 
probably will ask for an instruction to the 
jury based on this decision. 
As soon as the case of Baron Curt von 
Biedenfeld is disposed of Michael Emil Rol- 
linger, who is under indictment for wife 
murder, will be placed on trial.

ANSWER BISHOPPOTTER’S TALK

B. M. Merrill Discusses Denunciation of 
Prohibitio and Mrs. Barker At- 
tacks Author of Statements. 


Bishop Henry C. Potter’s denunciations of 
the prohibitionists caused varying sensations 
in the fanks of temperance advocates yes- 
terday. Bishop Stephen M. Merrill, whose. 
utterances on the temperance question are 
generally understood to voice the sentiment 
of the Methodist Episcopal Board of Bishops, 
was inclined to take the matter calmly. 

“I am a prohibitſonist,“ said Bishop Mer- 
rill. I do not willingly allow any one to 
say more in behalt of. prohibition than I, 
but I am not a believer in prohibition by 
means of the third party or any other party. 

‘If I were a member of the Democratic party, 
the Republican party, or any other political 
party, I would not be in favor of a prohibi- 

tion plank, and’? think it is as certain as 
anything human can be certain, prohibition 
will never be attained through the machin- 
ery of any party. 

** So, when Bishop Potter speaks of. prohi- 
bitionists, I would ask him to make a dis- 
crimination. I do believe the third party 
prohibitionists have done the cause of tem- 
perance great harm. 

1 think prohibition can be attained only 
by educating the people up to the point of re- 
garding liquor selling as a crime, punishable 
like any other crime. 

“I do not take any of Bishop Potter's de- 
nuniations to myself. As to those whom he 
probably had in mind, the political party 
prohibitionists, they have gone into poli- 
tics and must take the consequences. But 
they are not in the majority. Not one in ten 
of the prohibitionists of the country are in 
sympathy with the prohibition party. 

Bishop Potter might be better engaged 
than in using his influence to support the 
saloonkeepers, said Mrs. Helen M. Bar- 
ker of the National W. C. T. U. 

It is admissible to deny the wisdom of the 
course of the prohibitionists, but in resorting 
to abuse Bishop Potter has made himself 
guilty of the narrowness with which he 
charges the prohibitionists. One would ex- 
pect a man of Bishop Potter's position and 
age to be more judicial than he has shown 
himself to be. It is not open to doubt that 
the prohibitionists are almost without ex- 
ception men of sincere purpose, and in call- 
ing them pharisees Bishop Potter has done 
himself more harm than he can do those he 
is attacking.” 


HAS BEARING ON RAMSAY CASE. 


Decision by Mount Vernon Appellate 
Court May Lead to Dividend 
for Creditors. 


Lebanon, III., March 11.—[Special.]—The 
Appellate Court at Mount Vernon reported 
this morning upon the settlement of the 
estate of H. Seiter & Co., bankers, who failed 
in December, 1894, involving the then State 
Treasurer, Rufus N. Ramsay, for $243,000 
and other creditors. for various amounts, 
making the total liabilities more than a 
half million dolalrs. 

The opinion of the Appellate Court sus- 
tains the action of the lower court ruling 
against various trust funds being classed as 
preferred claims. 

A dividend of about 30 per cent to de- 
positors will probably be declared, which 
will be the second and probably final 
dividend.

The publication of any of the matters 
contained in this book is prohibited by law in 
Spain, and a Spanish editor would rather 
print a personal roast on the Queen Regent 
then use any of the matter contained in this 
exclusive publication. The book is not print- 
ed for public consumption. It is the method 
employed by the government—tha is, the 
ministry of Spain—to transmit to the Cortes 
an account of what the government has 
done. All the diplomatic correspondence 
passing between Spain and other govern- 
ments is recorded in this book. Al the dis- 
patches between the various departments of 
the Spanish monarchy and their agents 
abroad is recorded between the scarlet cov- 
ers. The typographical work and the press 
work is done by craftsmen sworn to secrecy 
and who are always under the eye of the 
printer to the Queen. Only a limited number 
of copies are run off and the plates are then 
destroyed with forma! ceremonies. ,

The Red Book brings out a curious fact that when Cambon

does not publish the message of the Secretary of 
State so long as that message is kept secret in the 
United States. I know from a reliable source 
that the President has tonight laid the message 
before the Cabinet and that it has been favorably 
received by that body of men. 

The Minister of Foreign Affairs for Spain 
cabled to the Ambassador that his reply to 
the question of Secretary Day was a good 
one, and fairly represented the position of 
Spain. He had stated the scope of the peace 
message accurately, and that that docu- 
ment was not to be interpreted as referring 
exclusively to the pacification of Cuba. In 
addition to this the Minister of Foreign Af- 
faire suggésts to the Ambassador the fol- 
lowing; which he may submit to the Presi- 
dent: 

The government of Spain does not limit the con-

the consideration of all questions affecting the 
Antilles, with the main view that permanent peace 
may be restored.

cKinley Washington, D. 0.

He charged me to give to 

you his answer to your message which I pre- 

sented to him in your name on the 26th of 
July. His answer follows: 

To his Excellency, Duke de Almodovar del Rio, 


Mintster of State, Spain: The President has re- 


celved from the French Ambassador the signed 
message sent by your Excellency in the name of 
the Queen of Spain, dated the 22d instant, in 
relation to the termination of the war which exists 
between Spain and the United States. The Presi- 
dent is pleased with the agsertion made by Spain 
that the two governments should find a common 
ground on which they may stand that the nexotia- 
tions may proceed. During the laborious negotia- 
tions which preceded the outbreak of the war the 
President endeavored with all the force at his 
command to avoid a conflict. hoping that Spain. 
in consideration of its own interests and the 
interests of the Spanieh Antilles, would find a 
way to avert hosti‘ities and bring order and quiet 
to the Antes, which have for so many years 
disturbed the quietude and order of the Western 
Hemisphere, and which on several occasions nearly 
induced war between the nations that at present 
are contending. 

The President states that it ie the unalterable 
conviction of the people of the United States that 
only the end of Spanish sovereignty in the West 
Indies can put a stop to the war. For many 
years the government of the United States, 
respecting the susceptibility of the Kingdom of 
Spam, hae at great expense to its treasury 
enforced the acknowledgment by ite citizens of 
Soanish sovereignty in Cuba and accepted the 
obligations imposed upon her by neutrality. But 
at ‘ast came the moment when it was impossible 
to maintain this attitude. The spectacie kept be- 
fore our eyes of a fertile territory, seared by fire 
and depopulated by starvation, could no longer be 
endured. 

Listening to the pleadings of humanity. the 
American lifted up his strong arm in defense of 
a down-trodden people, to suppress at any cost 
to themselves the condition which gave them pain. 
For these reasons the President of the United 
States. acting on the advice of his Cabinet and 
Congress, resolved to command of Spain that she 


eremove her naval and military forces from the 


Island of Cuba and that she give to the inhabitants 
of that island their natural lMberty and their 
political independence. 

To this demand Spain answered by severing 
diplomatic relations with the United States and 
dec-aring that they interpreted this act on the 
part. of the American 888 as amounting 
Virtually to @ declaration that a err ot war 
existed between the two governmen 

The President of the United —— feels regret 
that the question of Cuba's rights hed to be 
settled with the sword and by conflict between two 
great nations. But having accepted this eventual- 
ity with all fte rieks. and prosecuting the war on 
land and sea as his duty told him, he sought by 
these means to obtain the quickest and most honor- 
able peace. In doing this he has spared no ex- 
pense either of blood or money.

The following is a translation of the mes- 
sage sent to the Spanish Minister of Foreign 
Affairs by Ambassador Cambon: 

Washington, D. C., July 31.—As I announced 


‘to you in my previous telegram, the President 


invited me to make observations on the petition 
formulated by the United States. I insisted on the 
Gistinction which should be made between the 
question of Cuba, the initial cause of the Span- 
ish-American conflict. and the new question 
which has resulted from the operations of 
the war. In reference to Cuba, I an- 
swered that Spain is disposed to make all nec- 
essary concessions to bring about peace: Spain 
persists in feeling for the island the dangers of a 
premature independence. The Americans recog- 
nize this, because the General commanding the 
American army of invasion would not permit his 
Cuban allies to enter the City of Santiago. 

For the protection of the truly Spanish popula- 
tion and the foreign residents in the island Spain 


‘will go so far as actually to cede Cuba to the 


United States. 

It would be necessary for the United States to 
obtain from the Cuban population an expression 
of their opinion as to whether they would be will- 
ing to form part of the union. 

Passing to the second article, I pointed out the 
contradiction which exists between the disinterest- 
ed declaration formulated by the United States 
at the beginning of the war and the marked spirit. 
of conquest which has since manifested itself in 
the oppressive conditions which the United States 


wishes to impose on Spain. In demanding the 


cession of Porto Rico and one of the Ladrones I 
pointed out that the administration had fallen into 
line with the populace in demanding all the terri- 
tory which it had the power to conquer. I sug- 
xested that the American republic seemed in- 
clined to retain possession of every piece of land 
on which an American army had exercised its 
power to ralse its flag—an opinion contrary to law 
and morals. 

The Secretary of State interrupted me then to 
make me observe that in history it is difficult to 
find that tne victors after a costly war would not 
ask a heavy indemnity of some kind for the ex- 
penges incurred. It is true, indeed. I answered. 
but is not the cession of the Island of Porto Rico 
the richest character of an indemnity? The islands 
of the Antilles and one of the Ladrones far ex- 
ceed in value the cost of the war to the American 


nation.

PORTUGAL AND THE PHILIPPINES 


Acquired Them by Discovery and Then 
Had to Give Them Up in Compli- 


_ance with an Arrangement Made by 


Pope Alexander VI. 


We who see Portugal in the period of her 
decay and almost total eclipse cannot under- 
stand how sp small a nation, occupying so 
insignificant a portion of Europe only a 
veranda,“ as one of her writers has said— 
should cut 80 important a figure in the 
world’s history as ehe did in the fifteenth 
and sixteenth centuries. 

Early in the eleventh century Prince 
Henry, the Navigator,” of Portugal ob- 
tained from Pope Eugenius IV. a bull which 
gave to Portugal all discoveries between 
Cape Hun, in Morocco, and India. In 1472 
St. Thomas, Annobon, and Prince's Islands 
were added. When the equator was passed 
and Fernando Po gave his name to an island 
in the Bight of Biefra, he seized 500 leagues 
of the African coast and the King of Portu- 
gal took the title of “ Lord of Guinea.“ 

Early in the days of discovery and eon- 
quest, toward the end of the fifteenth cen- 
tury, the most Catholic sovereigns of Spain, 
Ferdinand and Isabella, and his equally 
Catholic Majesty, John II. of Portugal, fell 
out about the gan of the land yet to 
be discovered. 

Like faithful children of thé church, they 
referred the whole matter to the Holy Father 
at Rome, Pope Alexander VI., a Spaniard, 


who cut the Gordian knot by giving them 


the earth and setting the limits of their 
respective possessions. An imaginary line 
was to be drawn from pole to pole, 100 de- 
grees west of the Azores or the Cape Verde 
Islands; all west of this line was to belong 
to Spain, and all east of it to Portugal. 
King John was not satisfied, and the treaty 
of Tordeselhas Was made in 1494, giving to 
Portugal all lands east of an imaginary line 
dra 360 degrees from the most western 
point of the Cape de Verde Islands and all 
south of the Cape of Good Hope. To Spain 
was alloted all lands west of this line, ignor- 
ing completely all other nations. ; 

Fernando de Magaihaes, or, as we write it, 
Verdinand Magellan, and Ruy Faleiro, both 
Portuguese subjects; who had differences 
with their King on account of some petty 
pensions, offered their services to Spain.

Magellan represented to Charles V., who 
then ruled over Spain, that he was sure the 
world was round, a theory then credited by 
few. He declared his ability to find.a . 
shorter passage to the East than any known 
to the Portuguese, and would prove that 
the Moluccas, rich spice islands, were with- 
in Spanish territory. Charles V. had a 
small fleet fitted out and sent Magellan with 
his companion in charge, well equipped for 
those days. He went south against the e- 
press stipulations of the treaty and. dis- 
covered the straits which bear his name, 
His fleet crossed the broad southern ocean; 
passed the Ladrones and the then unknown 
Philippines, inspected the Moluccas, and re- 
turned by way of Cape of Good Hope. ; 

Magellan lost his life, and out of the five 
vessels which comprised his fleet, only one 
returned, u r the command of Sebastian 
del Cano, who brought Magellan's written 
report of the expedition and a map of the 
route, showing that all of the spice islands 
and the whole of the Indian Ocean were 
within the 180 degrees belonging to Spam 
under ‘the treaty of Tordeselhas. In the 
map Magellan had deliberately cut forty 
degrees of longitude and brought the whole 
archipelago within Spain's half of the 
world. He concealed the fact that 
ber of mies in a degree of lon 
creases toward the pole. 

Portugal protested and declared war, which 
continued two years, when the celeb 
Congress of Notabilities was fine 
small frontier town to discuss the patter ana 
discover the real facts. Portugal was ata 
Magellan was the 
first and only man who had sailed around 
the world, and his map of the southern seas 
was the only document extant. Spain re- 
fused to give up her alleged right, and 
Portugal held on to the islands. The matte 
was finally compromised by an indemnity 
of 350,000 eruzados of the gold of Moluccas, 
which Portugal paid to Spain for the sup- 
posed 17% degrees of Spanish sea which she 
held. A new line was drawn from pole to 
pole, starting from the Ladrones. This 
division gave to Portugal all west and south 
of the line, which was supposed to be 180 
degrees from the other line drawn, 3900 
leagues west of Cape de Verde. This treaty 
was approved by Pope Julian’ II. in the bull, 
Ea quoe pro bono pacis, and the matter was 
settled. 

Years afterward a Spanish expedition dis- 
covered the Philippines, so named after 
Philip II., who was then King of Spain. 
These islands, though many degrees within 
Portugal's line, were taken possession of by 
Spain. Portugal protested and woyld, un- 
doubtedly, have obtained possession of them 
had it not been for the disaster to the Portu- 
guese arms in Africa, which threw Portugal 
into the hands of Spain, where she remained 
for sixty years. This period is known in 
Portuguese history as the Sixty Years ot 
Captivity.”’ 

When Portugal: finally her inde« 
pendence she was much weakened, and was 
more interested in settling the boundaries 
north and south of her valuable South Amer- 
ican colonies; so the Philippines remained 
with Spain through laches rather than by 
right. Had Portugal retained them it is 
more than likely that they, like many other 
of her Eastern possessions, would have falien 
into the hands of the English, and their © 
whole history would have been 
Brazilian Bulletin.

A Nan- 
igo openly boasts of his membership, and 
actually, in the palmy days of the society, 
flaunted his badge in the face of outraged 
public and cowed officials. 

In the early '80s the Nanigos reached the 
summit of their power. At that time there 
were over 3,000 members in Havana, with 
powerful branches in all the principal cities 
of the island, as weil as the larger towns. 
The membership was not limited. Any one 
who had courage to do so was permitted to 
join the society. Admission, however, was 
attended by such tests of courage that they 
prevented the society from becoming over- 
crowded. The process of initiation was 


grewsome in the extreme, and well calcu- 


lated, as it was designed to do, to strike 
terror into the law abiding element. The 
aspirant, having told some Nanigo of his 
desire to join the brotherhood, was notified 
to be at a certain place at a certain hour, 
and to bring with him a game cock, which he 
must steal or procure by other illegitimate 
means. He must also make his determina- 
tion public. At the appointed time he would 
be conducted to the Campo Marti. There, in 
public, he must kill the cock and drink its 
blood before the body grew cold. After this 
appetizing prelude he would then be hurried 
away to be fully initiated. A skull and cross- 
bones were branded, with hot irons and in 
the crudest manner, upon his chest and arms, 
and his right nostril was pierced. 


— 
But the candidate was not admitted to be 
a full fledged member until he had commit- 


ted his first murder. This he must do at 


once. It sometimes happemed that a victim 
was designated by the society, generally 
some official or a policeman. On other oc- 
casions the new brother was permitted to se- 
lect his own victim, and fifteen days was al- 
lowed in which to do the deed. This the 
laws of the Nanigos forced him to do openly 
in the street during broad daylight. If he es- 
caped after committing his desperate act— 
and, as a rule, he managed to do so—he was 

proclaimed a full fledged Nanigo. A small 
black shield with a skull and bones embroid- 
ered in white silk was given him. A stitch 
made with red thread near the edge of the 
skull marked the first victim. From that 
day the chief object in life of the new Nanigo 


was to cover the skull with red stitches. A8 


a rule, his victims were to be chosen by him- 
self, unless he was selected by one of the 
chiefé to execute a sentence of the society. 
These commissions were invariably per- 
formed ruthlessly and in the face of any 
damger. Sometimes it happened that a man 
lacked the courage to commit his first mur- 
der or to carry out the order of his chief. 
When this happened the delinquent’s death 
was sure to follow. 

Once a month regular meetings of the 
Nanigo society were held, and these occa- 
sions were made opportunities to further 
impress the public. There was, so far as the 
police or public knew, no set day for these 
meetings, but some night during the period 
ot the dark moon was generally selected. A 
parade always followed the secret meeting, 
and this is how the periods became known. 
When, some time, between midnight and 
dawn, strange and barbaric. music was 
heard in the streets of Havana, fe a 
people fied to their homes and 
doors and windows, for a. knew the Naat. 
gos were abr

blacks entirely naked, their shining bodies 
painted: with. dread.emblems of their broth- 
erhood of death, their faces smeared a 
ghastly white; laughing wildly, shouting 
hoarsely, screeching, screaming, making the 
echoes of the night resound with all manner 
of nerve-racking sounds; leaping, running, 
dancing madly in time to the harsh crash of 
cymbals and dull beating of tomtoms; dart- 
ing here and there to leer into some half- 
opened sputter or scurrying up an alley in 
pursuit some belated. wayfarer who had 
falled to heed a timely warning; flaunting 
symbolit rags, brandishing knivee and 
machetes, twisting limbe and bodies into 
grotesque postures, features, 
firing rifles and small arms—so the Nanigos 
swept at will through the heart of a terror- 
stricken city. Often murders were commit- 
ted during their processions 
It seems almost inconceivable that in the 
latter end of the nineteenth century a band 
of murderers—for the Nanigos by their own 
claim were nothing else, could so brazenly 
flaunt its crimes in the face of government 
and public. Yet for a period of about ten 
years prior to 1890 the Spantsh authorities 
seemed to suppress the 
A policeman. was 
afraid to 1 or arrest a Nanigo, for 
he knew that’ such an act would mean death.

| called down the vengeance of the society, 


and army officers dreaded a stab from the 
bayonet of one of their own soldiers. 

As an example of Nanigo revenge may 
cited the case of Juan Pena, a moor 
or sergeant of police. Pena was in charge of 
the Colon district, in the suburbs of Havana, 
in 1888. He wasa Spaniard by birth, but had 
spent nearly his entire life in Cuba. With 
great economy he managed to support his 
family on the small salary he received. 
Barely six months after his promotion tothe 
command of the district there occurred a 
most revolting Nanigo murder. A woman 
nearly 70 years old was stabbed to death and 
her corpse hacked into pieces. Pena at once 
started to run down the murderer. This he 
did, only to discover in him one of the prin- 


cipal Nanigo chiefs. So great wasthe popu-. 


lar aggravation against the society at this 
time, however, that the authorities felt that 
something must be done, and Pena was or- 
dered to arrest the murderer. ~* 

He did not flinch from his duty. The 
Nanigo chief, feeling secure, made no at- 
tempt to escape, and was easily taken. He 
was tried, convicted, and sentenced to death. 
Immediately after the trial Pena and the 
Judge who pronounced the sentence received 
notices from the Nanigo society that if the 
prisoner was not freed within twenty-four 
hours they would not live to see the sentence 
executed. Of course the man was not set at 
liberty. A few weeks later he was garroted 
in a public square. The same day the Judge 
was found dead in his room, stabbed through 
the back. Pena at once went to the Chief 
of Police and demanded a bodyguard of 
soldiers. This was given him, and for three 
months he escaped the vengeance of the 
Nanigos. Then one day he rebuked’ one of 
the soldiers of his guard for some slight 
breach of discipline and the man shot him 
dead. The soldier escaped, but sent a letter 
to the Thief of Police stating that he was a 
Nanigo and had waited an opportunity to 
carry out the order of the society. He was 
never captured. 

A few years earlier Francisco Garcia, a 
sublieutenant in the Alfonso XII. Regiment, 


foolishly protected a woman from the insult- 


ing addresses of a Nanigo. That same night 
he was fatally stabbed in the rotunda of a 
café. His murderer was never molested. 

So for many years this band of murderers 
kept Havana and other Cuban cities com- 
pletely terrorized. The police were cowed, 
and naturally the populace were helpless. 
The society probably reached the zenith of 
its power in 1889, when Captain General 
Polavieja was sent from Spain with rigid 
instructions to stamp it out. Cuba was 
temporarily free from civil war, and the 
time seemed propitious. A few former 
rebels of the lower order who had a price 
upon their heads, and who had been unable 
to escape from the islands, were to be found 
in the ranks of the Nanigos, where they 
could continue a relentless warfare against 
the tyranny of Spain. This afforded the 
government an opportunity to kill two birds 
with one stone, and.to crush rebellion at 
the same time it exterminated the Nanigos, 
Polavieja’s vigorous methods soon had the 
Nanigos on the run. Many of the principal 


chiefs were arrested and cast into the dun- 


geons of Cabanas, whence they journeyed 
to the Fosse de los Laurales,“ and thence 
to a grave in the cemetery on the hill over- 
looking the city. Hundreds of Nanigos were 
captured, and the remmant forced to flee 
to the mountains. Many were deported to 
Spain’s penal colonies in Africa and 
Canary Islands. To all outward appear- 
ances the Nanigo society was crushed _ 


Then came the final rebellion of the Cu- 
bans, which was destined to free Cuba from 
Spanish rule. Campos failed, and Weylet 


was sent to crush it. His methods are too 
well known and too harrowing to bear repe- 
tition. But the administration of “ The 


Butcher / brought the Nanigo society again 


to life. Again whispers were heard of the 


operations of the organization, and aghin 
people were freely murdered in the streets of 
Havana. It was noticed, however, that many 
of the victims were Cuban patriots or per- 
sons suspected of active sympathy with the 
rebellion. This caused considerable com- 
ment. Then it was also noticed that when 
Weyler undertook to again suppress the so- 
ciety, which he promptly did, Cuban sympa- 
thizers were arrested and accused of being 
Nanigos, while the real members escaped. 
This caused more comment, and Weyler was 
accused of using the society in two ways to 
further his ends—the Nanigos murdered 
patriots and patriots were punished for the 
deeds. These circumstances led many peo- 
ple to think that Weyler had himself re- 
vived the society for a purpose, and its exist- 
ence in the original form has been doubted 
ever since.

The only platform which Altgeld and the 
men who are running with him on his in- 
dependent ticket have is “ municipal ownet- 
ship and the Ohicago platform.” If Altgeld 
| should ‘be elected he could not do much to 
carry out his platform, and what he could 
do would not benefit Chicagoans. If it be 
granted that municipal ownership of street 
railroads will cure many evils, Altgeld as 
Mayor could not secure for the city the 
power to acquire and hold street railroads.

All he could do would be to veto ordinances 
for the sale of refunding bonds made pay’ 
able in gold. He would fight the issuing of 
such bonds. even though they brought a 
higher premium than bonds made payable 
in “coin.” Altgeld would show his loyalty 
to the Chicago platform in another way, 
He would do nothing to press Debsism 
if it were to break out again, but nothing 
does a city more harm than the unchecked 
lawlessness of Debsism. Therefore Chica- 
go would be injured if a man pledged to live 
up to the principles of the Chicago platform, 
whenever possible, were elected Mayor. 

So the platform on which Altgeld is run- 
ning is not one which should gain him 
votes. Municipal ownership is impractica- 
ble for years to come. There is nothing to 
be gained by electing a candidate new who 
favors: it.

COLONIES OF ALL ‘THE WORLD. 

The Bureau of Statistics at Washington 
has issued a timely and valuable brochure 
on the colonies and dependencies of all ha- 
tions, including the United States. It 
shows the surprising fact that two-fifths of 
the entire land surface of the globe is de- 
pendent territory, inhabited by one - third 
of the entire people of the earth. The num- 
ber of - colonies, protectorates, and de- 
pendencies in the world is 125. They are 
inhabited by 500,000,000 people, over three- 
fourths of whom live in the torrid zone, 
while all the governing countries lie in the 
north temperate zone, With the exception 
of the unstable republics of Central and 
South America, no important independent 
form of government exists throughout the 
whole globe-encircling area known as the 
torrid zone. The simple statement of this 
fact is sufficient proof that the great powers 
of the temperate belt are destined to govern 
the tropics as dependencies, and those na- 
tions which take no part in this great work 
will become the least important commer- 
cially and internationally. 

Great Britain, of course, leads the world 
in the number, size, and successful admin- 
isttation of its colonies. Of the 125 de- 
pendencies of various kinds in the world, 
two-fifths belong to. Great Britain, their 
area being: one-half of the grand total, and 
their population being considerably over 
one-half, The British have forty-eight 
wt and the French follow with thirty- 

„ and after that comes Germany with 
an ‘Though France stands next to Great 
Britain in the number and size of its col- 
onies, the area controlled by France is only 
about one-third and the population less than 
one-sixth that of the British. The United 
States comes along in the latter part of the 
list, being seventh as regards the popula- 
tion of its dependencies and eleventh as re- 
garde area. Our four dependencies, of 
course, are Cubs, Porto Riso, Haweli, and 
the Philippines. 

The Bureau of ‘Statistics ar further ex- 
tended this comparative study to the forms 
of government and the extent of commerce 
found in the various colonies. The most 
successful colonial systems are those 1 
which the greatest degree of self-govern 
ment is given te the people. The Britich 
system is a conspicuous example of this. 
Though the system varies from the prac- 
tical indepenuence of Canada to the com-

Of their exports, which con- 
siderably exceed their imports, 40 per cent 
also goes to the mother countries, The 
trade follows the flag to this extent in spite 
of the fact that commerce in successful col- 
onies is in nearly all cases free alike to all 
| nations—that is, there is no discrimination 
ot duties in favor of the mother country. 
It is true that as the colonies grow more 


depart more or less from the flag in their 
commerce. Thus Canada in 1871 took 50 
per cent of its importations from England, 
while in 1896 it took only 30 per cent from 
that source, having come into closer trade 
relations with the United States. But the 
open door is nevertheless the best for all 
concerned, if the British example proves 
anything. The revenues of the British 
colonies in 1897 were 151,000,000 and 
their expenditures £149,000,000, an ex- 
ample of successful colonial control that is 
unique in 1 the history of the world. 


BLEEDING CITY EMPLOYES. 

Last week a meeting of heads of city 
departments who are not appointed under | 
the civil service law—and of heads of 
bureaus, who form part of the classified 
civil service—was held in the Building In- 
spector’s office. The assembled multitude 
was addressed by Robert Emmet Burke, 
an officeholder and the real head of the 
Harrison administration. He told these 
officials that— 

While the civil service law prevented the Demo- 
cratic machine from assessing the city employés, 
yet every one of them who had at heart the good of 
the party which had given him a good place at 
the public crib would come to the front with 
voluntary contributions.“ and it was the duty 
of the bureau chiefs he was addressing to set 
a good example to the men under them by eoming 
down handsomely. They might also suggest the 
same course to their subordinates. 

The civil service law which Burke hates 
has a provision that— 

No person shall in any room or building occu- 
pied for the discharge of officia! duties by any 
officer or employé in any aity which shall adopt 
this act solicit, orally or in any other manner, any 
contribution of money or other thing of value for 
any party or political purpose whatever, 

The act provides alsothat— - 


No person shall solicit, orally or by letter, or 
be in any manner concerned in soliciting, any as- 
sessment, contribution, or payment for any party, 
or any political purpose whatever, from any offi- 
cer or employé in any department of the city gov- 
ernment of any city which shall adopt this act. 


There are some provisions of the civil 
service law which it is not in the power 
of a Mayor to nullify. Those provisions 
are the ones which impose penalties for 
committing the above-mentioned acts which 
are forbidden by the law. When a city 
officer solicits subscriptions he becomes 
amenable to the jurisdiction of the courts 
and the Mayor cannot protect him. When 
the grand jury ie jmpaneled it should in- 
vestigate Mr. Burke and teach him that 
there are some sections of the civil service 
| act it is not safe to disobey. 


DR. ANDREWS. on SOCIAL ADVANCE. 

It is extremely dificult, and perhaps un- 
necessary, to say anything absolutely new 
on the subject of education, but Dr. An- 
drews, in his lecture before the West End 
Woman's club on “The Public Schoet Sys- 
tem as an Instrumentality of Sqgial Ad- 
vance,”. at least succeeded in investing a 
trite subject with interest and in presenting 
a new point of view, in some respects, as to 
one of the functions of the public school sys- 
tem. Dr. Andrews, as reported, thinks the 
greatest obstacle to human adyancement is 
the fact that the masses of humenity have 
such a low ideal of life and no ambition to 
live better. Citing Huxley to the efféct that 
if this evil cannot be cured he would wel- 
come the comet that would blot out the 
world, and John Stuart Mill’s view that 
unless it could be remedied he saw no rea- 


for the human race, Dr. Andrews may be 
said to have supplied the last link in this 
trilogy of pessimism by adding that if 
some way cannot be found to elevate the 
submerged tenth he must admit life is not 
worth living. 

Nothing is easier than for any man, espe- 
cially if of a philosophic turn of thought, 
to sit down in certain moods and demon- 
strate conclusively to himself that today is 
wholly bad and that yesterday or tomorrow 
holds or will hold in its keeping all that 
might make lite desirable or even endurable. 

Carlyle, when his dinner did net agree 
with him, could for the moment convince 
almost any one that chaos and night were 
only a short distance ahead. After listen- 
ing to eloquent pessimists it is easy, by way 
of reaction, to believe with a French critic 
that the chief condition of social happi- 
ness is abandonment of our highest aspira- 
tions.“ 

Chicago's Superintendent of Schools is 
not, however, a pessimist of that kind. 
Though the outlook may be bad, he does not 
despair. Rejecting. Plato’s remedy, that 
no children be born except to healthy and 
moral parents, he agrees with Mill that the 
remedy for the present evils of the social 
organization is the common school, though 

he asserts that Mill’s corollary, colonization 
of the dregs of society in new, countries, 
has been proven impracticable by General 
Booth, a statement to which the head of 
the Saivation Army would emphatically ob- 
ject. In the United States the colonization 
of the surplusage of city population has 
been fairly launched as an enterprise dur- 
ing the last year, and Commander Booth- 
Tucker, in his first annual report, shows 
that it has been successful and predicts a 
much greater measure of acer in the 
future. 

The common school, . to which 
Superintendent Andrews looks as the chief 
agent in the social regeneration of the race, 
is not the common or public school of today, 
excellent as are some of the features of the 
latter, It must be better than any that 
now exists and must be dominated: by moral 
and artistic forees and influences to a much 
greater extent: than at present. 

While every one will probably agree with 
Dr. Andrews that such a change in the pub- 
lic or common schools is extremely desira- 
ble and would be of incalculable lufluence 
for good; it is to be feared that the recon- 
struction or regeneration of the social 
organization is by no means so simple a 
matter as this suggestion of reformation by 
means of the common schools implies, That 
there has been an immense ance in so- 
ciety: as. a result partly of pevojution, but 
chiefly of evolution, sinee the age of the 
Antonines,which Superintendent Andrews

Had France followed Turgot's evolutionary 
methods the terror and much else that is 
not pleasant in retrospect might have been 
avoided. England and America are also 
good examples of the evolutionary method 
of advance, due, not to a single cause or 
agency, hut to a correlation of forces mak- 
ing for human betterment. Even the evils 
of the present industrial and commercial 
systems, which are mainly responsible for 
“the submerged tenth,” are but temporary 
results and inconveniences of a transition 
stage to better conditions and a better state 
of society. This may at times be dificult 
to believe, but a little reflection and a study 
of labor conditions of two or three centuries" 
ago will convince any one of ita truth,

causes of death. It would shed a flood of 
light üpon the departmental administration 
of affairs. There is a fearful responsibility 
resting somewhere for this ratio of deaths 
by disease, which is much greater than that 
of the civil war. 
DR. HARPER AND YALE. 

The report from New Haven that Dr 
Harper, President of the University of 
Chicago, has been offered the Presidency 
of Yale bears every mark of credibility 
and probability, though President Harper 
guardedly states that he has received “ no 
official proposition in reference to the 
Presidency of Yale.” As an alumnus of 
the Eastern university and an ex-member 
of its faculty it is not strange that the 
trustees of Yale, in looking for a succes- 
sor to Dr. Dwight, should have turned to 
the President of the University of Chi- 
cago. Such an honor, it must be admitted, 
would be a great one, but granting this 
it is almost certain that as regards fame 
and usefulness Dr. Harper’s present field 
of educational effort offers more and great- 
er inducements than even the Presidency 
of one of the oldest and most renowned of 
American universities. Should Dr. Harper 
go to Yale he will live in the history of 
education in this country merely as one 
of a long line of honored and eminent in- 
structors who have presided over that in- 
stitution, whereas the fame of the young 
giant. among: universities over which he 
now: presides will be inseparable from his 
own if he wisely decides to remain and 
identify himgelf in the future as in the 
past with its rising fortunes. Chicago is 
generous of its talent and genius and is 
willing to aid the “ effete East” to a rea- 
sonable extent; but it must draw the lime 
somewhere. Yale must look elsewhere for 
some one upon whom to let fall the mantle 
of President lent Dwight. 


EDISON'S NEW STEEL PROCESS, 

If the new Steel and Iron Process com- 
pany, capitalized at $1,000,000 and incor- 
porated in West Virginia, accomplishes 
what its President, Thomas A. Edison Jr., 
claims for it, naval construction, especially 
of warships, will be revolutionized. 

It is claimed that by its new process of 
hardening steel a six-inch plate will be 
equal to a fifteen-inch plate treated by the 
Krupp or Harvey process. The keynote of 
the process is said to be the secret by which 
the elastic limit and the tensile strength of 
steel are increased, while its expansion and 
contraction are diminished. This increase 
of tensile strength, according to experi- 
ments already made, is from 68,000 pounds 
per square inch to 71,000 pounds, while the 
expansion and contraction have been de- 
creased from 29.33 to 24.66 per cent, and 
from 63.35 to 62.14 per cent, respectively. 
As to the benefits to be derived in case this 
new discovery is, as is claimed, practical, 
they are obvious. Steel rails that will not 
spread and shafts in ocean liners that can- 
not break will diminish the number of 
deaths and accidents in travel by land and 
sea, Armored cruisers and battlechips will 
gain in buoyancy and strength, and even 
shells will be increased in destructive 
power, The chief drawback to congratula- 
tions over such a notable promised advance 
is that the Wizard, who tells of the new 
wonders, has recently prophesied stil] more 
remarkable things which have not yet ma- 
terialized. However, it will be a long time 
before invention will say its last word tu 
progress, and it is possible that Edison may 
this time realize one of his The 
incorporation and capitalization of a com- 
pany to carry the new process into effect 
at least looks hopeful, and, as at present the 
United States happens to be in the fleld for 
armor plate to a considerable amount, it 
is to be hoped young Mr. Edison will get 
ready to aid Uncle Sam in building the

BISHOP POTTER AND THE 1 PROHIBI-

But by adroit manage- 
ment and loud and repeated assertions of 
superior virtue and exclusive claims for 
biblical support for the means of remedy 
they recommend the advocates of pro- 
hibitory legislation as regards’ the liquor 
traffic seem to have convinced or at least 
silenced opposition te their ‘measures in 
most of the churches. The Voice of New 
York, the organ of prohibition, has es- 
pecially been severe upon those who do not 
allow it te think for them as respects the 
saloon, and it is prompt to assail. Dr,

tirpating them: true children of the medieval 
system of monastic asceticism, which they would 
fain substitute for the freedom of a remenerated 
manhood. 

The Bishop then points to the“ grotesque 
hypocrisy of the prohibition system, * as 
iustrated wherever tried, from Maine to 
Kansas their devotion to their own idea, 
White other grave questions of bettering the 
‘conditions, the homes, the domestic life, the 
recreations of their less favored brethren 
remein untouched. As Bishop Potter says, 
there is no one cure for the evile of the

The members of the Merchants’ club and

Creates Curious Comment. 


WHAT MILLIONS CAN DO.

Rostand is accused—namely: of having 
stolen from S. E. Gross’ ‘‘ The Merchant 
Prince of Cornville the material for his 
Cyrano de Bergerac.“ 

As usual with French, Spanish, and 
Italian newspapers they fraternally borrow 
and quote each other's blundering articles, 
and this one in particular of M. Deberot is 
reproduced with evident relish in the II- 
lustrazione Italiana, an Itallan weekly. 

The Illustrazione is especially bitter on the 
natfonal pride of the Americans, who, it 
says, think they can teach the world every- 
thing. They could certainly teach its pub- 
lishers and M. Deberot a little journalism. 
And this is the story that with many dots, 
dashes, and exclamation points appeared in 
this highly reliable — 


“The accusation (ot plagiarism) co 
wonderful to state, from the United — 
where all the productions of European 
literature are continually and legally being 
stolen. Richard Manfield, the greatest liv- 
ing American actor, had several times re- 
cited with great success Rostand's drama 
in Chicago, when one fine night during the 
play the police appeared at the theater and 
stopped all proceedings. What would have 
happened if such a thing had been done in 
Italy we cannot imagine, but in America, 
the classic country of all liberties, includ- 
ing that of troubli your neighbors, the 
first comer, a certain S. E. Gross, a rich 
land agent, with the influence of his millions, 
commanded the aid of the police in having 
the theater closed, declaring himself the 
real author of ‘ Cyrano.’ 

Some years ago Mr. Gross, between one 
contract and another, had raked — 
a drama called The Merchant Prince of 
Cornville’ ‘and gave it to Mansfield to re- 
cite, but this the actor refused absolutely to 
do. Now the millionaire’s agents would 
make us believe that Mansfield has given a 
copy of this play to Rostand and that the 
latter had produced his own play from it.

one should smile at the words of The Crea- 
tion,” and, in truth, they are ludicrous to 
the last degree, but it is well to stop to con- 
sider if the fault lies with the text Haydn 
eet to music or with the translation of that 
text which we English-speaking nations | 
possess. 2 

The original book of The Creation "’ was 
compiled by a Mr. Lidley, partly from the 
Book of Genesis and partly from Milton’s 
“ Paradise Lost,” in the hope that Handel 
would compose ‘fhe musical setting for it. 
Handel did not do so, however, and when, in 
1700, the 58-year-old Haydn visited Lon- 
don for the first time, the book was offered 
to him. He took it with him to Vienna and 
there showed it to Freiherr van Swieten, 
who translated it into German. making. 
however, many alterations in it. The first 
edition, published in 1800, contained both 
German and English text, but it is believed 
that Van Swieten, instead of using the orig- 
mal words as he had received them from 
England, retranslated into English his Ger- 
man translation of the Lidley book. An able 
German scholar, but a faulty English one, 
Van Swieten prepared the imperfect ver- 
gion which has been used in England and 
America for the last ninety-nine years, and 
which explains why The Creation is 
ludicrous when sung in — dut not at 
All so when sung in 

Not only was the text — absurd, but

sults in enhancing the beauty of the work, 
duit is the righting of a musical wrong that 
l certainly had existed long enough.

The text now is sane, and in no- 
wise lacking in poetic beauty.

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY'S LETTER.

At no time that I can recall has there been 
so many claims to peerages, both in exist-. 
ence and in abeyance, occupying the Eng- 
lish courts of law, as at the present moment. 
There are some forty in all that are actually 
the subject of legal proceedings, and when 
one glances over the list of the peerage cases 
that -have come before the tribunals since 
Queen Victoria ascended the throne it will 
be seen that some 60 per cent of these heredi- 
tary dignities of the United Kingdom have 
been the subject of dispute on the part of 
rival claimants. 

Romance, drama, and tragedy, more wild, 
sensational, and exciting than those which 


owe their creation to the brain of some um- 


aginative novelist or playwright, are to he 
found in the cases that are now before the 


court, and it has often been a matter of sur- 
prise to me that authors in search of a popu- 


lar subject for novels do not make more ex- 
tensive use of the extraordinary fomances 
‘of the British peerage. 5 

There are claimants to no less than three 
existing dukedoms, while pretensions have 


} likewise been put forward to a fourth that | 
is no longer in existence—namely; that of 


Wharton. 


The last known Duke of Wharton died asa | 


Capuchin friar in a Spanish monastery at the 
early age of 32, during the last century. He 
was twice married, the first time at the éarly 
age of 14, and figures in history as one of the 
most unscrupulous and atrociously profit- 
gate men of his day. . 

It is believed that he died without male 
issue. But the claimant to the dukedom is 
aseérted to possess proofs of the fact that

SHOW THRIFT. 


Members of Gotham’s 400 
Sell Their Wardrobes. 


MATTER OF EXPEDIENCY. 


Custom Inaugurated by Women 
Going Into Mourning. — 


SALE BY ELSIE DE WOLF. 


FTER the death of Calvin Brice his 
wife and daughters held a sale of 
their wardrobes at their home in 
New York. Society has attended too 
many of these sales on account of go- 

ing into mourning to evince anything but a 
shrewd interest in the bargains offered 

The first person to inaugurate this thrifty 
treatment of the mourning problem was 
Mrs. Marshall O. Roberts. On the death 
of her husband she had just completed 
her outfit for winter splendors, and her 
mourning represented a loss of nearly $8,000. 
With excellent business sense she hired two 
rooms at a fashionable hotel, every colored 
garment in her possession was sent and art- 
fully disposed about the apartments, anda 
capable saleswoman and assistant were put 
in charge. Cards were written announcing 
the sale, and posted to all Mrs. Roberts’ 
friends, and after society got over its first 
shock a rushing business was done in those 
two hotel rooms. 

— 


it is safe to say that not only did Mrs. 
Roberts not lose a cent on her wardrobe, 
but actually sold everything at a marked 
profit. The women came in hordes, many 
to see and the majority to buy. The sales- 
woman’s assistant showed off the gowns 
and hats on her own person, and so kindly 
did the most conservative social element 
take to this arrangement that nobody thinks 
a whit the less of you today. for trying to 
find what silver lining you can to your cloud 
of bereavement. 

Th Brice sale was a more private af- 
fair; none of the afflicted family appeared, 
and the ‘library and drawing-room were 
given up to the clothes fair. One woman who 
attended counted something like 1.500 toilets 
in all, including bicycle and bathing sults, 
tea gowns, and dinner dresses. Fane, hand- 
kerchiefs, gloves, stockings, shoes, feather 
boas, boxes of odd ribbons, plumes, artificial 
flowers, mock and real jewels, tinted note 
paper, underwear decorated with colored 
ribbons, all were heaped about the draw- 
ing-room and library, and two skillful maids, 
under the direction of a trained saleswoman, 
who gets her living by conducting these 
functions, carried on the bargaining. 

A ‘curious feature of these sales is that 
absolutely no credit is given. The proceed- 
ings are conducted on a cash basis, and you 
are at liberty to try and beat down the 
price to the best of your ability. Another 
peculiar fact is that invariably everything 
is sold, even to pairs of old golf stockings 
with holes in them, for no woman feels her 
dignity in the least lowered by buying and 
wearing another's old things. 


Sometimes, as in the case of Miss Elsie 
de Wolf, who sold her clothes on the death 
of her father, the bereaved lady prefers to 
conduct her own enterprise, and then it is 
perfectly evident that even the sincerest 
grief cannot blind a clever woman to the 
advantages of driving a sharp bargain. 
When these sales are pervonolly conducted 
it is customary to serve a luncheon of hot 
chocolate and sandwiches, or afternoon tea, 
and the buyers invariably arrange them- 
selves for the delivery of articles they pur- 
chase. If you happen to ask the average 
fashionable and wealthy woman why she 
attends these sales she will answer readily 
enough that she went to Mrs. Roberts’ be- 
cause the clothes were sure to be splendid 
and worth buying; to the Brice sale * 
nearly the same reason, and to Miss 
Wolf's because, though she might not and 
gowns so sumptuous, she was willing to 
take an old dress merely to use it as a 
model for her dressmaker since Miss de 
Wolf is clothed always in the latest Parisian 
invention. Besides, the sales amuse and 
satisfy curiosity, and are an irresistible 
temptation to extravagance. 


HARDSHIPS OF ALASKAN TRAIL. 


Letter from a New Jersey Army Officer 
Who Was Supposed to Have 


New Brunswick, N. J., Feb. 18.—C. W. 
Castner, father of Lieutenant Joseph C. 
Castner of the Fourth Infantry, who was 
“supposed to have perished in the Klondike 
country, received a letter yesterday from 
his son, telling of the hardships which he 
endured. The letter is dated Weare, City, 
which is at the mouth of the Tanana. Lieu- 
tenant Cast ner says in part: 

We reached here on Oct. 17, after an ex- 
perience which reads like a dime novel rather 
than a true tale. After I wrote to you on 
Aug. 30 I started out with two men and two 
mules to reach Circle City, plunging into an 
unknown country. Our equipment was made 
out to suit the information we had of the 
country, secured from maps and army re- 
ports, all of which proved erroneous, I ad- 
vanced into a wilderness of snow 
mountains. Then, when [ had eaten the last 
particle ef provisions, I found, instead of a 
pass, Only the snow-capped mountains, I 
turned back, with no food. 

„Our shoes gave out and our clothing 
was torn into shreds. Our feet were coy- 
ered with sores. We constructed a raft so 
as to saye our feet and attempted to find a 
mule which we had killed the day before be- 
cause we could no longer use him. The raft 
plunged into a timber jam and we lost our 
guns, blankets, and everything and were 
compelled to swim for the shore. We were 

about ten miles from the mule. we 
walked that distance in our stocking feet 
over rocks, through bushes, and all We 
found that the ravens and wolves had left 
but little of the mule and we could not eat 
what was left. 

For six days I lived on berries, but man- 
aged to cover 100 miles, sleeping in snow, 
with no blankets and no shoes. My men 
nearly died. On Sept. 28 we reached the 
Tanana at the mouth of the Volkmar, and 
fortunately met some Indians, who fed ug 
until we could reach some white men, about 

les away. 

From the white men we made our way 
to Weare. I am not yet able to walk more 
than a mile a day on account of the condition 
of my feet. Otherwise I am in good health. 
As soon as I can I hall make my way up 
the Yukon to Rampart City, where a Lieu- 
tenant and sixty men are quartered. We 
will go on Snowshoes Over the ice. It will be 
next August before I shall be able to reach 
the States.’’—Philadelphia Press.

One Great nero's Wrestle with the 
War Department. 


JEALOUSIES OF YEARS AGO. 


HERE were administration jealousies 
and quarrels of Generals in the time of 
the Mexican war. There was precipita- 
- tion on the part of the administration. 
at Washington in entering into that 
war and consequent delays and apparent 
bluriders during its early stages. There was 
at the outset complaint made by Genera 
Taylor that his most earnest representations 
to the War department were disregarded 
and that he was being officially censured for 
not keeping the War department advised of 
hus position and movements. The friction 
thus created between the army and its com- 
mander in the ficld and the President and 
his War Secretary was not lessened, but 
the. rather increased, as time and 
Gral Taylor won victories and fame. 
When President Polk and his advisers be- 
came satisfied that Texas would accept the 
edministration’s terms of annexation, it 
was deemed ho longer necessary to conceal 
the purpose, which. had some time before | 


been formed by the President, of insisting, | 
mot on the Nueses River, but the Rio Grande, 


as the western boundary of the newly ac- 
quifed territory. General Taylor was in 


command of the First Military department, 


which included western Louisiana—his h 
qguafters were at Fort Jessup. 
It was clear, therefore, that if any move- 
ment was to be made to secure the whole of 
Texas this commander must prepare to lead 
it. Accordingly, Secretary of War Marcy 
instructed General Taylor to place the troops 
under his command and those to be assigned 
to him in a sultable position to act prompt- 
ly in case any emergency should arise. He 
speedily withdrew his troops from Gort Jes- 
up and encamped temporarily at New Or- 
leans. In the meantime word having reached | 
Washington that. Texas would certainly ac- 
cept the terms of annexation, and that the 
date of the acceptance would probably be 
July 4, General Taylor was further instruct- 
ed ta move forthwith all his forces to some 
point most favorable to embarkation for the 
Western frontier of Texas. The point he se- 
lected for embarkation was Corpus Christi, 
which was just within the disputed portion 
of Texas. His depot was located on St. 
Joseph's Island, thirty miles from Corpus 
Christi, and thtervening shallow water ren- 
dered light draft boats a necessity. He urged 
that they be sent over from New Orleans 
without delay. No attention was paid at 
Washington to this reasonable request. 


There it was that General Taylor heard of 
the movement of Mexican troops from 
Monterey to Matamoras, and he reported the 
fact to the department. In response, in due 
time instructions reached him to muster into 
the service of the country troops that might 
be tendered by Texas, Louisiana, Alabama, 
and Mississippi. From those sources he 
quickly strengthened his little army, and 
then. reported to the department that he was 
in sufficient force, and requesting that no 
more troops be sent him. But at the same 
time he did not communicate to Secretary 
Maroy all the small details of his unimport- 
ant operations, and soon thereafter he got 
@ letter from the Secretary complaining of 
the ‘General's reticence. The reply to this 
dy the General was that if he could huve 


f imagined that more information was wanted 


he would have given it. 
In General Taylor’s next communication 
De department he told of his intention 
to abtadon Corvus Christi and move down 
the coast ‘age Isabel, which he proposed 
to occupy, then send a part of his force 
to some pla opposite Matamoras on the 
Rio Grande. hen he arrived at Point 
Isabel he learned of the presence in Mata- 
moras of the Mexican troops, and, thinking 
this a menace to Texas, he decided to move 
in force up the river to some point as near 
to Matamoras as possible. The armies of 
the two countries thus confronted each 
other, with but a river between them, on 
April 25, 1846, the date of the actual hos- 
tllities. 
On the 25th a small detachment from the 
Mexican army crossed the river and at- 
tacked a company of United States dra- 
goons that had been sent out to explore the 
bank of the river. All but two of these dra- 
geons were Killed or taken prisoners, and 
as soon As news of the disaster reached 
Washington the President informed Con- 
grese that American blood had been shed 
on American soil.“ These exciting words 
became the cry in every part of the coun- 
try American blood has been 
American soil!’ Then the interest in the 
struggle. became general and intense. Vol- 
unteers were rushed forward; they came 
faster and in greater numbers than General 
Taylor could receive them. 


Immediately upon his arrival in that part 

of the country General Taylor, seeing that 
Die navigation of the Rio Grande was to be 
of the first importance in future military 
Operations, made requisition for steam- 
Poets to that end.

They were purely 
military subjects, and General Taylor 
thought they might well have been left to 
him. 

The two days’ battle of Monterey was 
fought and won, and the place capitulated, 
and this was followed by anarmistice. This 
latter was objected to by the department, 
which virtually reprimanded General Taylor 
for consenting toit. And now politics began 
to have place. By this time the hero of 
Palo Alto Resaca de la Palma, Matamoras, 
and Monterey had taken hold of the popular 
Imagination. President Polk and his ad- 
visers began, consequently, to be uneasy; 
they feared his popularity with the people. 
They would not send him “ off tothe Halls of 
Montezuma. Instead, they would attempt 
to deprive him of some of his prestige by 
discrediting his judgment. The armistice 
was an almost fatal mistake, so they pre- 
tended to think, and he must be officially 
censured for it. In a letter, the first to Gen- 
eral Taylor after the receipt at Washington 
of his dispatches announcing the battle and 
capitulation of Monterey, is the following 
passage: 


„The President instructs me to say that 
he regrets it was not deemed advisable to 
insist upon the terms which you had first 
proposed. The government did not contem- 
plate, as you will perceive by the tenor of 
the dispatches of Sept. 21 and 22 from this 
department, that there would probably hap- 
pen any contingency in the prosecution of 


suspend hostilities before the offer of accept- 
able terms of peace. The government is 
fully persuaded that if you had been aware of 


patches of Sept. 22, and the intentions of the 
government still entertained, you would not 
have acceded to the suspension of hostilities 
for even the Umited period specified in the 
articles of capitulation, but as its continu- 
ance depends upor the orders of your gov- 
ernment, you are instructed to give the 
requisite notice that the armistice is to cease 
at once, and that each party is at liberty to 
resume and prosecute hostilities without 
restriction.” 

In reply to this letter General Taylor, after 
reciting several reasons why the capitula- 
tion was agreed to, reasons which, he said, 
were entirely satisfactory to the army pres- 
ent at the time, showed conclusively that his 
army, in the condition ft was in, lost noth- 
ing by the armistice. “ It paralyzed the en- 
emy during a pertod when, from thd want 
of the necessary transportation and supplies, 
I could not possibly move.“ — 

The next communication from the War de- 
8333 to General Taylor was in a letter 


of the government to push the invasion 
beyond Monterey, but that it was in contem- 
plation to send an expedition against Vera 
Crus, and that it had been decided to desig- 
nate General Patterson to command that 
expedition. General Taylor was to lose no 
time, but to make prompt preparations for 
having 4,000 of his troops ready to embark 
for Vera Cruz at the earliest practicable 
moment.

any unpleasant rivalry between these two. 
The siege was begun, continued, and suc- 
cessful, and there was yet no sign of a quar- 
rel among the Generals. The principal 
credit was by all accorded to General Scott, 
who planned the whole affair. But when 
the time came for him to push on from Vera 
Cruz he found himself so hampered in his 
movements from a want of transportation, 
and his army so weakened by sickness, that 
he repeated his complaints to the depart- 
ment in a still more energetic manner. The 
commissary department was deficient in 
everything, and the medical department was 
in even a worse plight. Nearly 2,000 sick 
had to be left behind in a fever-stricken 
city, and on the march towards Cerro Gordo 
many more suceumbed' to disease. But the 
battle of Cerro Gordo was fought and won, 
and then the army marched forward to 
Jalapa. At this point all the regiments of 
twelve-months’-men demanded to be dis- 
charged, though the terms of their enlist- 
ment were not quite up. But it was time 
two and a half months to learn the views 
of the government, or. at least, for rein- 
forcements, before undertaking any new and 
distant operations.“ In another letter he 
says he learns that it is thought by the 
department that he has 30,000 men under his 
command. while intruth I have only 24,816, 
and deducfing the sick and the necessary, in- 
dispensable garrisons, I have had only 4,500 
men avallable for distant service.“ And 
still he was expected to move into the eoun-

Immediately after the taking of the City of 
Mexico a number of the Generals were sus- 
pected of writing ietters for publication in 
the New Orleans and other papers, each ex- 
tolling his own merits and valor and by just 
so much detracting from General Scott.

Considering the many cruel disappointments and 
mortifications I have been made to feel since I 
left Washington, and the total want of support 
and sympathy on the part of the War department 
which I have so long experienced, I beg to be re- 
called from this army the moment that it may be 
safe for any person to embark from Vera Cruz, 
which I suppose, will be early in November. 

It has been objected by some against this 
letter that it should have specified the many 
disappointments aad' mortifications its 
writer had rece‘ved since he left Washing- 
ton; but to this objection it may be answered 
that probably General Scott did not deem 
it necessary to repeat what he had pre- 
viously written with regard to the dela¢% 
in furnishing troops, ordnance stores, and 
transportation, which prevented the landing 
at Vera Cruz six weeks beyond the time 
agreed on in Washington before his de- 
parture for Mexico; in regard to the em- 
barrassment to operations at Vera Cruz even 
at that late date, because a large portion 
of the supplies deemed essential had not 
arrived when the place surrendered: in re- 
gard to the fact that land transportation 
for a movement into the interior was in- 
adequate, and in regard to the sending of 
troops to the line of the Rio Grande that 
were intended for the Vera Cruz line. 

These matters he had a right to suppose 
were fresh in the mind of the Secretary 
of War. But the government did not 
choose to recall him, and consequently he 
had the glory of leading the army into the 
City of Mexico. Arrived there, however, he 


was to experience new disappointments and 


mortifications. 


General Scott felt 4 growing coldness

Further, he was informed that a court of 
inquiry had been ordered and that in pur- 
suance of orders he must “ attend the said 
court of inquiry, wherever it may hold its 
sittings, and when your presente before or 
attendance upon the court shall no longer 
be required, and you are notified of that fact 
by the court, you will report in person at 
this department for further orders.“ He 
took formal leave of the army in Mexico on 
Feb. 18, 1848, but he obeyed orders and at- 
tended the sittings of the court of inquiry.

INTERDICTION OF BOOKS. 


Pope’s Distinction in Dealing with 
American Authors, 


FATHER HECKER UPPERMOST. 


OPE LEO'S recent letter to Cardinal 
— Gibbons on the subject of the contro- 
versy which for some time past has 
centered around the life and teachings 
of the late Father Hecker, founder of 
the Paulist community, has served to re- 
vive popular interest in that particular de- 
rtment of the administration of the 
Roman Catholic Church which goes by the 
name of the Congregation of the Index. 
Relatively little is known by the laity, and 
especially by non-Catholic people, of this 
institution, the foundation of which dates 
back to the sixteenth century of the Chris- 
tian era. Indeed, a widespread impression 
exists in the United States that the so-called 
Index is merely an archaic survival of the 
darkest days of medieval tyranny, spiritual 
as well as temporal, and that itis totally out 
of keeping with modern times and with the 
enlightenment, mrogress, and civilizatbon of 
the nineteenth century. To such an extent 
does this belief exist that the announcement 
that a book has been condemned by the 
Congregation of the Index is considered by 
many to constitute a tribute to its brilliancy, 
its originality, and its cleverness. 

Inasmuch as one of the most recent and 
{mportant events of the long and busy 
reign of Leo XIII. has been the reorganiza- 
tion of this Congregation of the Index, with 
an exterisive modification of its statutes and 
constitution, with the object of adapting 
them to present times, it may be of timely 
interest to publish a few brief notes upon the 
subject which may serve to dispel certain 
misapprehensions. 

In the first place, it should be pointed out 
that neither The Life of Father Hecker,“ 
by Father Elliott, nor its French translation, 
nor yes the attack upon Father Hecker by 
the Abbe Maignan, entitled. Father Heck- 
er: Is He a Saint?“ have been placed upon the 
Index Expurgatorius, or list of books con- 
demned by the Congregation of the Index. 
It is perfectly true that the latter was in 
favor of the condemnation of Father El- 
liott’s book, in consequence of certain teach- 
ings of dogma and church discipline con- 
tained therein which were not regarded as 
strictly orthodox. But the Pontiff, after 
carefully considering the matter and study- 
ing the work, came to the conclusion that 
the prohibition of the book would give rise 
‘to misinterpretation in the United States, 
where the sphere of the Congregation of 
the Index is so little understood. He was 
especially afraid lest the placing of The 
Life of Father Hecker upon the Index 
might be understood to indicate the dis- 
approval by the Holy See of that portion of 
Father Hecker’s doctrines which are to the 
effect that it is possible to be at one and 
the same time an obedient son of the church 
and a loyal citizen of the United States. So 
he resolved to deal with the book, as well 
as with the controversy which it had excited, 
by means of a letter addressed to Cardinal 
Gibbons and to the Roman Catholic clergy 
in this country. In this missive, which has 
been wrongly described as an encyclical, 
Leo XIII. lays particular stress on the fact 
that while as Supreme Pontiff he condemns 
certain of the teachings of Father Hecker 
that are in contradiction with the dogma 
and the discipline of the church, he has 
nothing but approval for what is known as 
„% Americanism’ in so far as it implies a 
loyal fulfilkment by Catholics of the duties 
and obligations of citizenship of the United 
States and obedience to the laws and to the 
customs of this country. 

It is not within my province here to discuss 
this letter. A great admirer and advocate 
of democratic institutions—no Pope has ever 
done so much as Leo XIII. toward bringing 
the Catholic Church into harmony with the 
democratic trend of the present day—he was 
especially anxious to avoid being misunder- 
stood by the greatest democracy of the 
world. In fact, his entire letter must be re- 
‘garded as indicating his interest in and con- 
sideration for the people of the United 
States; and if there are certain points that 
to the laity may appear obscure, or’perhaps 
uncalled for, it must be borne in mind that 
the letter is addressed to the clergy rather 
than to the laity, and that the Pontiff has 
availed himself of this opportunity gently 


> and tactfully to set right some minor errors

and to discountenance several infractions of 
discipline which have crept in here and there 
during the last decade or so, and which, 
while they did not call for any immediate dee 
nunciation, were kept in mind by his Holi- 
ness with a view to being dealt with quietly 
as soon as an opportunity presented itself. 
With regard to the Index, let me say here 
that its application in the English-speaking 
countries is far less stringent and severe 
than in continental Europe and among the 
f0-called Latin nations. In fact, throughout 
the present Pontificate a special degree of 
latitude has been accorded to the Bishops 
and Archbishops-of the United States and 
of Great Britain in connection with the ap-

It is to the Bishops—that is to say, to the 
diocesan—that is confided the duty of con- 
demning or of approving a book, being guid- 
ed therein by the laws and regulations of the 
Congregation of the Index. If the work is 
approved it receives what is known as the 
episcopal or archiepiscopal imprimatur,” 
while in the contrary case this token of 
ecclesiastical approval is withheld and the 
work in question is recommended for dis- 
ciplinary action by the Congregation of the 
Index at Rome.

ANOTHER “FIRST BORN.” 


BENJAMIN GOBLE, MILAN, 


Benjamin Goble of Milan, Who First Saw the bight 
in Fort Compton in 1813, Claims the 
Honor of Being the Oldest Native 
Resident of the State.

ILAN, III., Feb..23.—[Editor of The 

Tribune.]—In your Sunday issue of 

Feb. 5 James Good of Springfield 

claims to be the oldest born living 

resident of the State of Illinois. Now, 
I wish to inform you that I claim that 
honor, being several years older than Mr. 
Good. 

I was born in Fort Comptom, fifteen miles 
below Vincennes, on the Illinois side of the 
Wabash River, on Oct. 17, 1813. In the fall 
of 1814 my parents, with! omm off my uncles, 
Jacob Arnold and family, moved to a block 
house about four miles from the forts. This 
block house was built by the government 


all bocks that offended neither morals nor 
religion. 

That such an institution as the Congrega- 
tion of the Index should be necessary is at 
first sight incomprehensible to the people of 
the United States, where both the standard 
of education and, above all, thai of propri- 


| ety and decency is so immeasurably higher 


than in continental Europe. Here in Amer- 
ica books that offend public decency are 
dealt with by the authorities with the full 
approval of the people, the laws on the sub- 
ject being so strict that even the United 
States mails refuse to carry literature 
that is in the least degree unsavory, and it 
was only the other day that the American: 
General in command at Havana consigned 
to the flames a collection of some 60,000 un- 
desirable books which he had confiscated 
in his endeavors to purify the atmosphere 
of the place. In continental Eurone a far 
greater degree of license prevails. It is main- 
ly with the object of protecting Catholic 
families from the evil effects of undesirable 
literature that the Congregation of the In- 
dex remains in existence today. Here in 
America every father and mother rightly 
constitutes himself or herself the censor of 
the morals of those members of the 
household who have not attained the 
years of discretion. The father en- 
deavors to direct the reading of his 
boys and to prevent bad works calculated 
to impair their morals from falling ints 
their hands, and in the same way the mother 
seeks a safeguard to the innate sense of 
delicacy and the purity of mind of 
her. young daughters. What parents 
do for their children in ordinary 
life the Catholle Church, which claims 
to stand in the position of parents 
to those who are members thereof, endeavors 
to do for its followers. That is the principal 
object of the existence of the Congregation 
of the Index in these modern times. 
— 

A few words may be added concerning its 
history. Although the Catholic Church be- 
gan to sit in judgment on books in early 
days, and already in the fifth century we 
find Pope Gelasius issuing decrees forbid- 
ding the faithful to read certain writings, 
it was not until after the introduction of 
the art of printing that the Congregation 
of the Index, that is to say, a permanent 
department, was founded for the purpose 
of dealing with objectionable literature. at 
the present time the Congregation of the 
Index consists of some sixty members, 
twenty-seven of whom are Cardinals, while 
the remainder are councilors. It is, how- 
ever, the Cardinals forming part of this 
congregation and comprising all the Car- 
dinals of the Curia that constitute the ex- 
ecutive of the congregation, and it is in 
their hands that all the power is vested. 
Among the counciiors, thirty-three in nu:n- 
ber, most nations are represented, ard all 
ecclesiastical ranks and orders. Therc are 
Bishops. deans, canons, and parish priests, 
as well as monks—men who know the world 
and its ways thoroughly, and men who have 
passed their whole lives in seclusion. The 
Master of the Vatican, whom I mentioned 
above, is invariably an ex-officio member 
of the Council of the Index. The heed of 
the congregation is Cardinal Steinhuber, the 
well-known Jesuit, while the secretary of 
the congregation is and always has been 
for the last three hundred years a memvucr 
of the Order of the Dominicans. 

The modus operandi of the congregation is 
extremely simple. The book which has been 
referred to. the index as requiring iis atten- 
tion is read in the first place by two or three 
of the councilors, Who criticise it minutely 
for the benefit of their colleagues, pointing 
out its merits and its defects. The book is 
‘then discussed at a full assembly of the 


council, and a report representing the views 


of the majority is drawn up and presented 
to the High Council of the Cardinais of the 
Fongregatlon. Should the report be favora- 
ble the Cardinals accept it as a rule without 
demur, and nothing more is heard of the 
matter. Should it be unfavorable, however, 
or doubtful, the Cardinals in turn nominate 
a committee of two cr three of their own 
members to draw up an irdependent report. 


| an@ it is on this report and not on that of the 


ordinary council that the ultimate fate of 
the book Gepends, save in the extremely rare 
cases where, as in the instance of the “ Life 
of Father Hecker.“ the Pope personaliy in- 
tervenes to save the work from the stigma 
of a public condemnation. As all the ses- 
sions of the Congregation of the Index are 
held with closeddoonrs no one ever knows ex- 
actly on what grounds the books are con- 
demmed, and, if condemned, whether they. 
are so by 7 unanimous vote or merely by the

Finaliy, 
the Papal bull reorganizing the congrega- 
tion insists that all printed accounts of 
visions, miraculous healings, spirit mani- 
festations, etc., that are not specially sanc- 
tioned and authorized gy the Bishop of the 
diocese in which they are published should 
be mercilessly condemned by the index. 

It may be asked what means the Catholic 
Church has of enforcing the decisions of the 
Congregation of the Index. Of course, in 
former times, when the pains and penalties 
of the church carried with them civil disa- 


bilities, the church was, as a rule, able to: 


force both the author and the publisher by 
threats of excommunication to withdraw 
from circulation a book that had been con- 
demned, which in extreme casés was pub- 
liely burned. But today the church limits 
its action in the matter to forbidiiing its 
members to read any work that has been 
placed upon the Index, while the author or 
publisher who refuses to obey the behest of 
the Congregation of the Index and to with- 
draw his condemned volume from circula- 
tion is debarred from the sacraments of the 
church until he yields. In fact, the institu- 
tion of the Index today is an instrument of 
discipline of the Catholic Church which ex- 
ists only for the guidance, the protection, 
and the welfare of those who give their 
spiritual allegiance to the Pope.

MARSHALL’S TRIBUTE TO CLAY. 


Old Political Opponent’s Eulogy 
Stopped the Collection of a Fund 
for a Monument. 


A Kentuckian, who has seen a good many 
years of active, busy life, told at the Galt 
House this morning a story of an event 
which he witnessed a long while ago, and 
wt he had never forgotten: 

My father, hearing the news o ä 
Clay’s death, had taken me from vod ean: 


in Boyle County to Lexington. Hundreds 


of other Blue Grass farmers had also come 
post haste upon receipt of the sad inteill- 
gence. A monster meeting was being held 
at the old courthouse to take action for 
the builaing of a splendid monument to the 
memory of the great commoner. There was 
grief upon every face. Speech after speech 
had been made. One citizen after another 
had pledged himself to subscribe for a monu— 
ment fund. Suddenly the cry went up for 
Marshall to speak.. Old Tom Marshall was 
one of Clay's greatest political enemies, but, 
like every Kentuckian, he had a deep ad- 
miration for Harry of the West.“ Mar- 
shail! Marshall! Marshall!’ the crowd kept 
calling. 

My father was on the platform, and T 
stood near behind his chair, peeping over 
at the sorrowful assemblage with wide open 
eyes. Ag I looked a man began to rise, or 
rather to unioid himself from the seat in 
which he had been doubled up, sucking the 
head of a cane. To me, as he straightened 
out, he seemed the longest man I had ever 
seen. A hoarse cheer ran through the 
crowd. It was Marshall. He‘ raised his 
arm, and, as silence fell upon the multi- 
tude, he spoke in a deep, rolling voice. 
Young as I was I realized that this was 
almost a history-making moment for our 
State, and so deep was the impress upon 
my mind I have never forgotten his words. 

The friends of Mister Clay,’ he said, 
‘have asked that I speak upon this sad 
occasion. Men of Kentucky '—and his voice 
fairly rang—‘ the man who lies dead today 
needs no monuments. He wants no shafts 
of carven stone to commemorate his deeds.

uable. This information was gleaned by 
two extensive trips, during the course of 
which he penetrated the most remote and 
isolated portions of the archipelago, and 
also visited the most populous and prosper- 
ous sections. Both trips were made for the 
purpose of scientific research into ithe 

zoSlogy of the islands, and extended over a 

period of more than three years. 
-> 

Upon the first occasion he was accom- 
panied by Dr. F. S. Bourns, another Amer- 
ican, and three others, one of whom was a 
naturalized American Filipino. 

There are eighty-three separate and dis- 
tinct tribes of people in the Philippine Is- 
lands,“ said Professor Worcester, each 
with its own dialect, customs, and manners. 
And, first of all, I might say an erroneous 
impression has gone forth regarding these 
people. Particularly is this so with relation 
to the tribe known as the Negritos, who, I 
have seen it stated, constitute the great popu- 
lation of the islands, and people have spec- 
ulated upon the possibility of a Negrito 
being elected to the United States Senate. 
Nothing could be further from the truth. 
The Negritos are a small, dwarfish, unintel- 
ligent people. who are supposed to be the 
aborigines of the islands. It is true that. 
they are naked savages, but they present no, 
problem. They are found only in the most 
remote portions of the islands, in the center 
of Luzon and Mindanao and close to the 
tops of the high mountains. They are the 
lowest type of the inhabitants of the islands, 
but they are fast becoming extinct. Their 
death rate is largely in excess of their birth 
rate, and has been for some years. They 
have been unable to compete with the de- 
scendants of the Malays, and will soon cease 
to exist. In fact, there are few of them now 
ieft, and they are exceedingly difficult to find. 

The remainder of the people might be 

divided into three distinct groups, the civ- 
ilized Filipinos, who constitute 5,000,000 of 
the 10,000,000 of inhabitants of the islands: 
the Pagans and the Moros, who are Moham- 
-medans. The civilized Filipino is a decent 
sort of a fellow, and has many qualities 
greatly to be admired. He iscleanty, builds 
himself a comfortable home—the best that 
his condition enables him to provide—cares 
for his family, exercises self-control, dresses 
himself tastefully, is patient, sober, and self- 
respecting. He possesses the element for 
making a good citizen. His family life is 
indeed admirable. The women are 
much liberty, and the Filipino consults his 
wife in all his business affairs. In fact, she 
conducts many of them for him. The Fili- 
pino is exceedingly hospjtable, even to peo- 
ple of different nationalities, but he expects 
the same degree of welcome extended in re- 
turn. His children are obedient and well 
behaved. 

One of the provisions of the law has been 
that Spanish should be the language taught 
in all the schools, but they have made no ef- 
fort to provide the schools. Education has 
not only been discouraged but prevented. 
Again, the use and ownership of firearms has 
been prohibted, and those who ventured to 
own weapons without a royal order from 
the Captain General were punished by long 
terms of imprisonment. The chief reason 
for the success of the last uprising was the 
fact that in some manner or another the 
natives secured something with which to 
fight. 

It is a well-known fact that the Philip- 
pine Islands have been considered as noth- 
ing more than a plundering ground for 
Spanish officials The people have been 
taxed without mercy, and they have re- 
ceived absolutely nothing in return. They 
have not even common roadways and only 
a short line of railway on the islands. They 
have no lines of communication and there 
has been no justice. The man who could pay 
the most money always got the verdictina 
suit. But in getting it there was no as- 
surance that another court would not fora 
further consideration reverse the verdict, 
for there have been three or four different 
sets of aws. 

Neither have they received any protec- 
tion from the bandits who gather in the 
mountains and prey upom the peaceable citi- 
zens. Having no arms they have been ab- 
solutely unable to defend themselves and 
have been at the mercy of Spanish officials 
and bands of robbers. Consequently, what 
is necessary, if the United States is to as- 
sume control of the islands, is to convince 
the people of the good intentions of the 
American government and to impress upon 
them the fact that they will be given a good 
government. But the Filipinos follow their 
leadership like sheep, and their leaders must, 
therefore, be won over. . 

‘But, as regards other classes, what are 
known as the Pagans oceupy some portions 
of the Island of Luzon; one tribe is located 
in Mindoro) and others are living in some 
of the smaller islands in the north. They 
are not cannibals, as some have represented. 
In fact, there are none which might be called 
savage tribes, although there are some 
tribes of head-hunters, but this is more of a 
religious ceremony thananything else. They 
are small in numbers, and occupy the most 
remote places. Their ‘ head-hunting’ is 
chiefly carried on when what is known as 
the ‘ fire-tree’ is in bloom. They need pre- 
sent no serious difficulty. 

The worst element to be dealt with is 
found in the tribes of Moros. or Mohamme- 
dans, who inhabit the Islands of Mindanao 
Moro, Sulu, and some of the smaller islands 
in the southern part of the group. To keep 
them in subjection would probably requirea 
considerable force, but the solution of the 
question so far as they are concerned, for the 
present, is not difficult. It is to confine them 
to their own islands, and not permit them 
to prey upon the inhabitants of the other 
islands. 

They are fighters, and consider that 
every Christian killed is a service and duty 
performed to Allah. The Spaniards have 
found that it was necessary to patrol the 
coasts of their islands and prevent them 
from communicating with the people of the 
other islands. This is the only manner in 
which they can be handled, and there are 
still some who need protection from them, 
and to whom aid should be extended. In 
the Island of Sulu, for instance, it ts esti- 
mated that thera are 10,000 fighting men. 
It is necessary to confine them to that terri- 
tory until they can be, brought to obey 
law. The Moros were engaged in taking 
possession of the islands at the time of the 
Spanish conquest, and Spain has never been 
able to subdue or exterminate them. 

“Of the civilized tribes there are the 
Tagalogs, the Iloconas, who inhabit the 
northern and central and southern parts 
of the Island of Luzon, and the Vigayane, 
who also inhabit the central portions. It 
the members of the latter tribe who are no 
holding Iloilo.“ — Washington Post.

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MIDNIGHT ECLIPSE OF THE SUN. 


Some Facts Known About à Natural 
Phenomenon Visible Nowhere 
on Earth. 


The ordinary almanac gave for Dec. 13a 
partial eclipse of the sun, invisible at 
Greenwich. And indeed the expression asto 
its invisibility might have been put much 
stronger, for it was to be seen in no inhab- 
‘ited region of the earth. An anarctic expe- 
dition might possibly have sailed within its 
sphere of influence, but as it was it passed 
unwatched by human eyes. This being so, 
and the eclipsegone that was necessarily 
wholly unseen, it would seem as if nothing 
more could be said about it, and as if it might 


be passed without comment. But, unseen as 


it was, the eclipse was by no means devoid 
of interest. First of all, it offers us an ex- 
‘ample of what seems a paradox—an eclipse 
ot the sun taking place at local midnight, 
‘It is, moreover, the first of three eclipses 
‘falling within a period no longer than a 
Single calendar month. Dec. 27 will bring a 
total eclipse of the moon at Greenwich, Jan. 
11 a partial eclipse of the sun. And the 
three are intimately connected with éach 
other. The latter in nearly all its character- 
istics stands in strong contrast to the 
eclipse of Dec. 138—a large partial eclipse. 
which will Be seen just outside the borders 
of the arctic regions, at their midday and in 
their midwinter. Nor is this sequence acci- 
dental. A similar triplet of eclipses—the 
first partial of the sun and seen near the 
south pole, the second total of the moon, 
the third partial of the sun and visible near 
the north pole—occyrred just eighteen years 
ago, all three eclipses falling in December, 
1880. g back yet another eighteen years 
we find the same thing repeated some ten 
days earlier in the year, and 80 on, right 
way backward tin 1664, when, while the 
southern eclipse was a large partial one and 
fell nearly in the midwinter of the southern 
hemisphere, the northern was a mere graze 
taking place at the midnight of the regions 
from which it was visible: Looking for- 
ward we find in like manner that eighteen 
years hence another similar triplet .of 
eclipses will fall at the turn of the year, and 
yet. another teen years later still. 


the serſes ot these midnight eclipses of 


the sun in the south polar regions, for Jan- 
uary, 1953, will be marked anly by a total 
eclipse of the moon.—London Timea,

when so changed can be accompanied with 
the same rhythm or with the regular accom- 
paniment, in which case (in common or two- 
four time) the quarter notes of the bass 
always precede the melody. Whatever its 
origin, there is no doubt but that the popular 
mind was thoroughly prepared for that style 
of composition by the almost general use of 
the mandolin, distinctively a Spanish instru- 
ment.

FAVORITE AT THE CLUBS. 


Combination of the Games of 
„Dummy and Boston. 


SOME POINTS ON SCORING. 


ARD games offer to the student of evo- 
lution some of the most interesting 
problems in the discovery of missing 
links, says the New York Herald. 
There are today no popular games of 

cards which cannot be traced to older games 
of similar character, but in none of them can 
we fix the exact time or method of the most 
important changes. A form of poker has 
been, played under the names of brag and 
Drelan for 300 years, but it was a three-card 
game, and triplets were the best possible 
hands. No one has so far been able to dis- 
cover when the custom of dealing five cards 


to each player was first introduced, although 


it is supposed to have originated in Persia, 
-where it is still played under the name of 
„% As has.“ | 
There are nineteen varieties of the game of 
whist, all of which have sprung from the old 
English game of ruff and honors. No one 
seems to know who first conceived the idea of 
playing with one of the hands exposed, 
which has given rise to all the varieties of 
dummy. Neither can we trace the origin of 
the custom of changing the trump suit from 
the ohe turned up, as it is found in Cayenne, 
or making the trump suit without any turn 
up, as it is found in Boston. 
The most popular variation of whist, as it 
4s found today, embraces both of these modi- 
fications, a dummy hand and an announced 


trump. We call it bridge, and in spite of its 


novelty no one knows its origin. Some per- 
sons ‘claim it originated in Constantinople 
and was taken to the French clubs in the 
Riviera under the name of Khedive, after- 
ward passing to Paris, where it received its 
present name, bridge. Strange to say, it did 
not go thence to England, but came first to 
America, being taken from New York to 
London in 1894. ‘The game was introduced 
to this couatry through the Whist club of 
New York, which is now located at 11 West 
Thirty-sixth street. One of the members, 
who .does not care to have his name men- 
tioned, had learned the game in Paris and 
was so strongly impressed with its possi- 
bilities as an exercise for the intellectual 
faculties that he became its apostle in the 
new world. 

Today the game is all the rage and has 
quite usurped the place of whist in the 
English clubs. 
out straight whist in this country, and is 
already a formidable rival to duplicate. In 
so doing it has fully realized the prophecy 
made by Clay forty years ago, that if some 
more equitable way of scoring could be found 
for dummy it would be one of the most 
fascinating of all games, infinitely superior 
to straight whist. Americans are inclined to 
think it can never supplant duplicate whist 
as a purely intellectual game unless the end- 
less private conventions which have been in- 
troduced in duplicate shall turn people 


against it. 


Bridge is distinguished from whist chiefly 
by the fact that a good player has to do the 
really important part of the playing all by 
himself, his partner's hand being completely 
surrendered’to him after they have made the 


. trump to suit themselves. When they hold 


bad hands they can make a touchdown for 
safety, as it were, and so reduce their losses, 
instead of having to sit and take their medi- 
cine, as at straight whist, when dose after 
dose of worthless hands, are doled out to 

zm. In this respect. dge borrows some 
of th@attractions of poker, because a player 
pe his lossesf/ or increase his gains.

in bridge, and the most skillful player will be 
defeated in the long run by one whose judg- 
ment is sounder in the making of the trump. 
Bridge is played by four persons, who cut 
for partners and deal. The cards are distrib- 
uted one at a time, until each player ‘has 
thirteen, but no trump is turned. The dealer 
then examines his hand and declares some 
suit for the trump or announces that he will 
play without any trump suit. In making his 
selection he is guided by the possibilities of 
his hand, the tricks having a different value, 
* according to the suit which is trump. All 
tricks over six taken by the same side count 
toward game, and the game is thirty points, 
which must be made by trick score alone. 
The tricks have their greatest value when the 
dealer announces a no-trumper, and their 
smallest value when he names spades, tle 
Scale being as follows: 


"When there is no trum oints

When diamonds are trumps.............. 6 nts 
: en clubs are trumps................. 4 points 
When spades are trumps............. 2 points 


From this it will be seen that three by 
cards will win the game in a no-trumper; 
four by cards in hearts, or five by cards in 
diamonds, but a slam, or all thirteen tricks, 
will not win the game in either of the black 
Suits. .

Tf the dealer has not a hand which will 
justify him in naming either of the red suits, 
or no trump, it is not to his interest to make 
the trump at all unless his score is so near 
thirty that he is certain of winning the game 
with a black trump without any assistance 
from his partner. If the dealer cannot make 
it a red trump, or no trump, and the score 
does not justify him in making it black, he 


has the privilege of passing the make to his 


Partner, which he does by saying: “ You 
make it, partner,“ or, this is passed to the 
partner.” Upon this the player sitting oppo- 
site him must make it something or other. 
The dealer usually makes it a no-trumper 
when his longest and strongest suit is black, 
with aces or guarded kings in the other 
Suits, or when he has two strong suits 
With protection in each of the others.

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ROM time to time the public has been 

given the facts concerning the new 

cup defender as fast as they have 

become such. Nearly a month has 

passed since it was made known that 

the beam of the boat now building in Bristol 

is just 24 feet 2% inches; that its depth out- 

side of the planksheer down is just the same 

figure, and that the crown of the deck is ten 
inches, says the Boston Herald. 

Further than this, close readers were in- 
formed that the length of the lead keel on toy 
was just under twenty-nine feet, and ite 
weight several tons more than that of the 
old Defender. The measurements of the two 
skeleton frames of the rudder have been 
given, these showing that, as with the old 
Defender, it wa to go on the rudder post. 
Tobin bronze, it was announced, is to shut 
in ‘the underbody, and nickel steel the top- 
sides. 


Herreshoff has built as light and as strong 
as possible, and to save all extra weight the 
new boat will not have quite as high free- 
board as the Defender, thus cutting off top 
weight, though it gains a little in the ten 
inches of crown to.the deck which the new 
boat will have. 

So far as the construction of the new 
boat goes, in many respects it is quite Nike 
the Defender. The large frames in the waist 
are quite the same size—3x244x\ inch—as 
those used with the Defender, as are also 
those in the overhangs—2x1'4x3-16 inch. Ex- 
cept for the aluminium plating, the deck 
beams, the stringers, and the ties, foot for 
foot in the old and new yachts, weigh nearly 
the same. Nickel plate has been substitutcd 
for aluminium on the topsides, and this is an 
increase in weight for the latest creation. 
The length over all of the new boat is 131 
feet 4 inches, or 7 feet 4 inches longer than 
the 1895 boat. There is a foot difference in 
their beam dimensions, the Defender’s being 
25 feet 3 inches and the new boats 24 feet 
2% inches—quite near enough to call it a foot. 


According to the designs of both boats, all 


the old is in its extra beam, the greater 
wetted surface, the extra amount of plating, 
and the greater deck area, which require a 
little more length for the deck beams, the 
frames, the ties, the stringers, etc., and this 
added weight is offset by the lesser weight of 
the steel spars, which are to be made, and 
possibly by thinner pine deck planking. 
While the hull of the new boat, length for 
length. is just a little heavier than that of 
the older one, still the difference is slight, 
and the total weights on equal comparison 
will not be wide apart, in tons.. 

The weight of the old Defender’s steel 
boom, 106.5 feet, is 4,400 pounds, a decrease 
over the wooden one of over half a ton. Its 
wooden gaff weighs 1,086 pounds, and both 
were without fittings when weighed. 


— 
On the new boat, with the possible excep- 
tion of the topmast, the spars will be made of 
steel, and the gain in weight of these over 
the wooden ones used in the 1895 yacht wili 
also help out in the reduction of pounds in 
the top hamper, which means the helping 


the gain in weight made in the new boat over 
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out in stability and in the weight of con- | 
Struction. Already the flat, circular plates 
for the steel mast have arrived at Bristol. 
They are twenty-one inches across, and the 
spars will be built in sections, after the man- 
22 those built at the great yards in Eng- 
nd. 
On the circumference edge of the mast 
plates a jog will be cut to allow the angle 
irons to run up and down the skeleton of the 
mast. A hole will also be punched through 
the center of the round plate, the edges of 
which make a flange, with the heel up. On 
the top of this plate there will be an angle 
bar in the shape of a ring, this being riveted 
to the upper side of the plate. To the flange 
of this angle bar ring the mast plating is 
riveted.

Qt late years the difficulty has been to get 
Oregon spars long and large enough to make 
the mast for a full fledged 90-foot racer. The 
diameter of such masts would have to be at 
least 27 inches and the length about 117 feet 
over all. It is no easy job to find a good 
stick of this length. Steel masts have never 
been used on modern racing yachts of any 
sige, and it is just possible they may not turn 
out as expected. For booms, bowsprits, and 
gaffs steel serves well. 

Instead of a rail and bulwarks, a light gut- 
ter angle will start from frame seven, twelve 
inches in from the outside of the deck, com- 
ing in to twenty inches along the waist of 
the boat, and drawing in again twelve inche« 
at a point within a few feet of the after end 
of the Geck. 

With lighter steel spars and the wooden 
rails and wooden bulwarks done away with, 
another lessening will be made in the total 
weight of hull and equipments. Adding to this 
the fact that Tobin bronze 5-16 to 5-20 of an 
inch in thickness was used on the old boat 
and of 7-40 of an inch on the new boat, there 
again is a lessening in the weight of the plat- 
ing which will shut in the underbody. With 
further lessening of weights in the blocks, 
the sail, the material, the rigging, etc., it will 
be readily seen, even where steel has been 
substituted for aluminium, that not many

The scrieving board, on which all the 
frames were bent, shows seventy-eight 
frames, though but seventy-seven will be 
used in the boat. They are all bulbed nickel 
steel, and are spaced twenty inches on cen- 
ters. There is not much difference either in 
the widths of the lead keels of the two boats. 
In the former the greatest width on top is 
twenty-four; in the new ship it is twenty-one 
in the widest part of

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eighty-five tons of lead. The lead keel of the 
new boat is deeper than the Defender’s by 
two feet, and averages a greater depth—one 
foot and six inches all over. | 

That all important and controlling factor 
in a yacht’sdesign, the midship section, calls 
for a detailed analysis as to its shape and 
makeup. In its form it is an improvement 
on the Defender’s, having more beam and a 
rounder and fuller turn to the bilge; it is 
wider, both at the deck and at the water line, 
and while it is not so soft on the bilges as the 
old Defender, still as the modern bilge now 
goes the turn is far from being hard. 

Mr. Herreshoff has taken the section of the 
Defender as his foundation to work from, 
and the result is that he has given miore 
power, greater area, and greater draft, 
The are of the midship section of the De- 
fender of 1895 is 112 square feet, while that 


of the new craft is greater by ten square | 


feet. 

At the point just below the bilges, or where 
the section turns on its downward curve to 
meet the lead keel, there is not much differ- 
ence in the sweep of the two boats, and ex- 
cept for the new boat having over a foot 
more draft there is no wide departure in 
their respective shapes from the bilge down, 
except as above stated. :

Of itself, the mid-section has more natural 
stability than that of the old boat, and add to 
this the lowering of he lead keel by overa 
foot, and it can readily be seen that the new 
ship can easily utilize much more power, and 
to better advantage can carry added sail. 

It is quite evident that Mr. Herreshoff, in 
the controlling factor of his new creation, 
preferred to tie up with an improved De- 
fender’s midsection rather than to make any 
radical strike out in the direction of a ballast 
fin-section, with the lesser displacement, its 
wider beam, and easier bilges, such as a 
ninety-footer of the Cartoon type would sug- 
gest. Add to the above the fact that the 
girth ot the new yacht is greater than that of 
the old one, and one finds that Herreshoff 
went more for power than he did in trying to 
cut corners, and thus save on the girth, asis 
done under the present British girth rule, 
where small underbodies mean the limit if

This throws out the heads of the frames, 
especially from the mast forward, gives an 
easier turn to the frames, lengthens the floor 
on which it has to sail, eases the section lines, 
and gives a rounder, fuller, and easier bow. 
Aft it does not come out so much, for across 
the stern it is not two feet wider than the 
Defender. In the shape of its deck line, both 
forward and aft, it has been improved. 


Its diagonals, or the dotted fore and aft 
lines shown in the top plan of the accompany- 
ing design, are easy indeed. Looking at the 
plan of the body the reader will.see that if 
the boat were cut from end to end on each 
side in the way that the dotted diagonals 
show these two parts, if taken from the boat 
or model and laid flat on a paper, would show 
on their lower edges the curves found in the 
diagonal plan and marked 1 and 2.

The close approxi- 
mate designe show an area of 2,935 square 
feet for the 1890 yacht and of 2,700 for the 
Defender, an increase for the new ship over 
the old of 235 square feet, and, by the way, 
the rudder, an element of wetted surface, 
measures four feet seven inches in its widest 
part. This means that this extra surface 
has got to be pushed through the water. 
This brings me to the sail plan and what 
it will be. As this element of yacht design- 
ing is uncertain and unfixed, at beast under 
the present New York Yacht club rules, the 
mainsail now being made for the 1899 ship 
may or may not be the one it will carry in 
the cupraces. It may develop greater power 
than is now anticipated, and if it does then 


have to pay for a larger mainsail, as W. K. 
Vanderbilt did in 1895. 

The approximate sail plam of the old De- 
fender, published in these columns months 
before it was launched, proved to be too 
large for the original plan, but happened to 
turn out the exact thing in the end, even to 
within a few feet of the total. The area of 
the sails on the Defender, its latest rig, 
shows the mainsail to have 6,305 square feet, 
foresadl 1,210, jib 1,425, and working topsail 
1,140, making a total of 10,080 Square feet 
in the working sails. These figures are 
absolutely correct. 


There can be little doubt that the new 
yacht can carry 15 per cent more sail than 
the Defender, and, figuring thus, it would 
give it 11,593 square feet for its working 
salis, and, comparing its power with that 
of the Defender, it could go 500 feet more. 
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condensed, and this means ordinarily that 
it will have a livelier motion in a sea.. That 
it will be quicker in stays and haul out a 
number of good seconds on each tack over 
the old boat goes without question. 
In my judgment the new yacht will outsail 
the old ship over a thirty-mile course by 
tight minutes. It will be more rather than 
less. Its design shows improvement all over 
in comparison with the Defender, and if it 
is not faster, as I estimate it, then its de- 
signer will be a disappointed man.

the trump suit, or announced to play with- 
out a trump, the adversaries cannot change 
the make under any circumstances, but they 
may increase the value of the tricks.

She appeared thor- 
oughly familiar with the old Greek mythol- 
ogies, and it seems she had just been 
reading the Iliad. A letter suggesting the 
visit was sent her by her friend, Miss Cobb, 
formerly a teacher of the blind, and Helen 
accepted the invitation, saying that she 
had always wanted to see the silver- 
bowed god and the white-armed goddesses.”’ 
At the museum the first statue shown her

Next the arms 
and other parts of the statue were exam- 
ined. This was the order pursued each time. 
Every new curve was a surprise and pleas- 
ure to her. She was as eager as a child at 
each fresh discovery, and when anything 
pleased her especially would give a quick 
gasp of pleasure and clasp her hands, bend- 
ing forward her whole figure. Helen's com- 
ment on Apollo was, “It is grand beyond 
deseription.“ Of another god she said: 
He has an exalted look,” and of Medusa, 

Her expression is painful.“ 

The deftness. and quickness with which 
she could examine a statue were wonderful, 
but what impressed the onlooker as even 
more remarkable was that she seemed to, 
read the artist's thought through her sensi- 
tive fingers as readily as a seeing person 
could take it in by a glance. She was shown 
a bas-relief of a mother bidding farewell 
to her child. In this the arms of the mother 
were missing. Her first question was, 
Where are the mother’s arms? She should 
embrace her child.“ And, as she was not at 
tirst understood, she repeated the word 
embrace.“ at the same time putting her 
arms around Miss Cobb, Of the mother she 
remarked, She has sorrowful eyes, wide 
open; her lips seem to quiver; she lifts up 
her forchead a little.’’ 

‘Helen Keller’s vocabulary is quaint and. 
bookish, quite different from that of an or- 
dinary schoolgirl. She talks as if she were 
translating. She enunciates slowly and 
with an earnest effort to be understood, but 
in order to catch every word she says one 
must give close attention. There is a slight 
thickness of speech. When she desired ex- 
planation about any of the statues, she 
reached for the hand of Miss Cobb, who 
spelled into her fingers what she wanted 


of some dancing girls she immediately 
asked, Where are the choristers?“ seem- 
ing to detect their absence simply by touch 
even sooner than it would be noted by a 
seeing person. The adjdéining bas-relief 
“represented singers, there being four or 
five figures. The lips of one were closed, 
and as soon as her fingers touched it she 
announced. One is silent.” A little fur 
ther on was a statue of Neptune, and on 
feeling the empty hand her instant question 
was, Where is the trident?’’ 


| Said of Euripides, laughingly, ‘* He is not 
so handsome as Pericles.’ The latter she 
had previously described as having “a fine, 
strong face, full of spirit and thought,” and 
| Sappho was the ‘‘ Sappho she had always 
loved to think of, sweet, smiling Sappho.” 
Julius Cesar looked “just like what he 
Was.“ She was especially pleased with 
Michael Angelo’s group of mother and 
child, and after having examined each of 
its figures separately she placed one hand 
on the mother’s face and the other on that 
of the child, and remained in that position 
for a brief minute, as if touched with the 
gentle picture of motherhood. Then she 
said softly, It is sweet and lovely.“ 

There was an absorbed and expectant 
‘silence in the big rooms as the blind girl 
passed with rapt face from statue to 
statue. The little group of students follow- 
ing her watched her with an almost breath- 
| less interest as she stood on the top of the 
stepladder, groping and smiling. They were 
eager to catch every word she might say. 
With eyes as sightless as the vacant orbits 
of stone about her, yet with a wonderful 
intelligence disclosed in every motion, she 
presented a picture ot extraordinary inter- 
est and one which will never be forgotten by 
those who saw it.—Congregationalist.
